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INTRODUCTION 


As the President’s chief message-crafting body, the Presidential Communications Development 
and Strategic Planning Office (PCDSPO), is mandated to provide strategic communication leadership 
and support to the Executive Branch, its composite agencies, and instrumentalities of government. 

The PCDSPO is also mandated to act as custodian of the institutional memory of the Office of 
the President. One of our projects is the continuation of the series of books called the Messages of the 
President, started in 1936 by Jorge B. Vargas, Executive Secretary to President Manuel L. Quezon. 
The series was a wide collection of executive issuances, speeches, messages, and other official papers 
of the President. The volumes were intended to serve as the definitive compilation of presidential 
documents. The series was continued until the Quirino administration, although the series for the 
Presidential administrations of Presidents Quezon, Roxas, and Quirino were never completed. 

In 2010, President Benigno S. Aquino III ordered the revival of the series and the constitution of a 
complete set, covering all 15 presidential administrations. With pride, we continue what Vargas began.

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PREFACE 


On July 30, 2010, President Benigno S. Aquino III issued Executive Order No. 4, which effectively 
renamed what was previously called the Malacanang Museum into the Presidential Museum and 
Library (PML) and placed it under the supervision and control of the Presidential Communications 
Development and Strategic Planning Office (PCDSPO). The PML is responsible for preserving, 
managing, and promoting the history and heritage of the Philippine presidency. It is the principal 
historical and artistic repository in support of the institution of the presidency, for the benefit of 
the Republic and the Lilipino people. In partnership with the PCDSPO, which has pioneered the 
publication of the Official Gazette of the Republic of the Philippines as a web archive and information 
website, the PML has taken this mandate and placed it on the cutting edge of the information age. 

Much has been done over the past years, under the administration of President Aquino III, to 
digitize executive issuances, speeches, letters, and other presidential papers; and publish them online. 
The project is not limited to a single administration, nor does it discriminate. This collection, published 
as databases, as well as print and e-publications, includes documents from the presidency of Emilio 
Aguinaldo to the current Aquino administration. This represents the government’s allegiance to 
transparency, continuity, and the fostering of an informed citizenry, as well as an effort, in earnest, to 
preserve the institutional memory of the Presidency. All this was done not just for the posterity, but for 
the current generation and the ongoing task of nation building. 

The PML are proud partners of the Official Gazette and PCDSPO team, to whom we made the 
collections available. We sincerely hope that this series will serve as a vital reference to educators, 
students, journalists, lawyers, historians, and the public at large.

PRESIDENT DIOSDADO MACAPAGAL 


President Diosdado Macapagal was the ninth President of the Philippines and was the fifth 
President of the Third Republic. He assumed office on December 30, 1961 after defeating Carlos P. 
Garcia in the 1961 elections and was President until December 30, 1965. 

The Executive Issuances of President Diosdado Macapagal began with Executive Order No. 1, 
signed on December 30, 1961 and ended with Executive Order No. 299; Administrative Order No. 
188; and Proclamation No. 525 which were signed on December 29, 1965. 

President Diosdado Macapagal’s documents were gathered from its official sources such as the 
Official Gazette of the Philippines; Malacanang Records Office’s Book of Executive Issuances; and the 
Fullness of Freedom: Speeches and Statements of President Diosdado Macapagal. 

The American Psychological Association (APA) style was used for the citation. The titles that have 
been provided by the researchers are enclosed in square brackets, considering that the exact wordings 
and its order were not verbatim from the document being described. Book titles are italicized while 
the speech titles are not. If in any case that the book title is the same as the title of the speech, it is 
transcribed in italics because it is the book title.

CREATING THE PRESIDENTIAL COMMITTEE ON ADMINISTRATION PERFORMANCE 
EFFICIENCY UNDER THE OFFICE OF THE PRESIDENT 


In order to achieve greater efficiency, compentence, and dedication in the administration of 
government and ensure the prompt and faithful performance of assigned duties, functions, and 
directives by the implementing government offices, agencies, and instrumentalities, I, Diosdado 
Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers vested in me by law, do hereby create 
the Presidential Committee on Administration Performance Efficiency as the executive agency in the 
Office of the President which shall render the requisite services and assistance to attain the above 
objectives. 

1. The Committee shall be directly under and responsible to the President of the Philippines. 

2. It shall be headed by a technical assistant, to be designated by the President, and who shall be 
known as the Presidential Executive Assistant. He shall be a member of the Cabinet. 

3. The Committee shall have such personnel as may be assigned or detailed to it from departments, 
bureaus, offices, agencies, and instrumentalities of the government upon the recommendation of the 
Presidential Executive Assistant. 

4. The Committee shall have such duties and functions as the President may assign to it in order 
to carry out the objectives of this Executive Order. 

5. The records, properties, and equipment of the Presidential Committee on Administration 
Efficiency created by Executive Order No. 306, dated July 15, 1958, and abolished by Executive Order 
No. 456, dated December 29, 1961, shall be turned over to the Committee herein created. 

6. This Order shall take effect immediately.

ORDERING THE SALE OF SAID VESSEL AT PUBLIC AUCTION 


Whereas, in an unnumbered Executive Order, dated February 13, 1959, the RPS LAPU- 
LAPU was designated as the flagship of the Philippine Navy; 

Whereas, the acquisition of the said vessel is not in consonance with the spirit and objectives of 
the Law on Reparations; 

Whereas, retention of the said vessel is against the economic interest of the government and 
against the spirit of simple living; 

Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by the Constitution and laws of the Philippines, do hereby revoke the aforesaid 
unnumbered Executive Order, dated February 13, 1959, and order the sale of the RPS LAPU-LAPU at 
public auction under the supervision of the General Auditing Office pursuant to the provisions of 
section 640 of the Revised Administrative Code. 

The General Auditing Office is hereby authorized to call upon any department, bureau, office, 
agency, or instrumentality of the Government, including government-owned or controlled corporations, 
for such assistance or information as it may need in the sale of the RPS LAPU-LAPU. 

Done in the City of Manila, this 31st day of December, in the year of Our Lord, nineteen hundred 
and sixty-one, and of the Independence of the Philippines, the sixteenth.

EXTENDING THE PROHIBITION TO SLAUGHTER CARABAOS UP TO DECEMBER 31, 1962 


In order to carry out effectively the provisions of Republic Act No. 11 and to conserve our work 
animals for agricultural purposes, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, do hereby 
order: 

1. The prohibition to slaughter carabaos under Executive Order No. 412, dated January 27, 1961, 
is hereby extended up to December 31, 1962. 

2. Permits to slaughter carabaos may be issued by the Provincial Commander, subject to the 
following conditions: 

a. That the carabao is fifteen (15) years old or over; 

b. That the carabao is unfit for work; 

c. That the carabao must be inspected by the Provincial Veterinarian and the Provincial 
Commander or their authorized representatives; and 

d. That, the Provincial Veterinarian and the Provincial Commander shall make a joint 
certification that the carabao is 15 years old or over and unfit for work. 

3. In every case where a permit to slaughter carabao is issued, the Provincial Commander shall 
furnish the Office of the President copies of the pertinent papers.

CREATING A PRESIDENTIAL ANTI-GRAFT COMMITTEE 


By virtue of the powers vested in me by law, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, 
do hereby create a Presidential Anti-Graft Committee to be composed of such personnel as the 
President may designate from time to time. 

The main functions of the Committee shall be: 

1. To inquire into and take measures to prevent, the occurrence of graft and of violations of 
Republic Act No. 3019 in such, departments, bureaus, offices, agencies, or instrumentalities, including 
government-owned or controlled corporations, as the President may determine, under the supervision 
of the Department Head, concerned; 

2. In such departments,, bureau, offices, agencies, or instrumentalities, including government- 
owned or controlled corporations, as the President may determine, to implement and enforce Republic 
Act No. 1379 by inquiring into, investigating, determining, and verifying any and all unlawfully 
acquired properties of the officials and employees thereof, and obtaining the needed evidence to 
establish such unlawful acquisition of property or other forms of wealth acquired by them while in 
public office. 

The committee herein created is granted all the powers of an investigating committee under 
sections 71 and 580 of the Revised Administrative Code. 

The committee is hereby authorized to call upon any department, bureau, office, agency, or 
instrumentality of the Government, including government-owned or controlled corporations, for such 
assistance or information as it may need in the performance of its functions, and for this purpose, it 
shall have access to, and the right to examine, any books, documents, papers, or records thereof subject 
to the limitations provided by law. 

The committee is hereby directed to forward all its reports of investigations, findings, and 
recommendations, with all the supporting evidence and other papers relevant thereto, to the President 
of the Philippines. 

The properties and equipment of the Presidential Anti-Graft Committee created by Executive 
Order No. 378, dated February 18, 1960, and abolished by Executive Order No. 457, dated 
December 29, 1961, shall be turned over to the committee herein created; and the Committee shall, at 
its request, be given access to any of the records of the defunct Presidential Anti-Graft Committee that 
are now in the custody of the National Bureau of Investigation. 

This order shall take effect immediately.

ADOPTING A PROGRAM TO STABILIZE THE PRICE OF PALAY, RICE, AND CORN, AND 
CREATING A PRESIDENTIAL RICE AND CORN COMMITTEE TO IMPLEMENT AND 

EXECUTE THAT PROGRAM 


Whereas, rice and corn are the basic food of our people, and any sudden or unwarranted increase 
in their prices affects the prices of all other basic commodities and services. 

Whereas, the people have expressed the mandate that the prices of rice and corn be stabilized 
at a level that is within the reach of the masses of our people while at the same time affording our 
farmers, growers, and producers a fair and just return for their labor and capital investment sufficient 
to induce them to engage in a more intensified and .scientific production; 

Whereas, existing agencies charged with the duty of stabilizing the price of rice and corn and 
preventing scarcities due to seasonal or artifical causes have proven themselves to be in adequate to 
discharging properly their duty; 

Now, therefore, by virtue of the powers in me vested by the Constitution and laws of the 
land, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, do hereby declare that the Government of 
the : Republic shall, in order to stabilize the price of palay and corn, engage in the purchase of these 
basic foods from farmers, growers, and producers at a price that will afford them a fair and just return 
for their labor and capital investments and induce them to a more intensive and scientific production, 
and whenever circumstances brought about by any cause, natural or artifical, should so require, shall 
sell and dispose of these commodities to the consumers at areas of consumption at a price that is 
within their easy reach, regardless of whether that sale price be below cost of acquisition. 

To implement and execute this program, there is hereby created a committee, to be known as 
the Presidential Rice and Corn Committee, in whom is hereby vested all powers rights, and authority 
sanctioned by law to achieve the success of this vital program, including, but not limited to, the 
following: 

1. To fix and announce, from time to time, the price at which the government shall purchase and 
procure palay, rice, and corn from farmers and producers and their cooperatives, which price shall 
be such as to afford them a fair and just return for their labor and capital investments and maintain 
decent standards of living; 

2. To fix and announce, from time to time, regardless of whether any particular operation 
may result in a loss, the price at which the palay, rice, and corn thus acquired shall be sold by the 
Government to the consuming public at areas of consumption, provided that the price fixed shall be 
within easy reach of the masses of our people; 

3. To designate any government agency, office, corporation, or other instrumentality now existing 
or which may hereafter be created as the agent or agents to make purchases of these commodities for 
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the Government, and to determine and regulate the manner in which the purchase shall be made, the 
place, where the commodities so purchased shall be stored, and the means by which said purchases 
shall be financed; 

4. To designate any government agency, office, corporation, or other instrumentality now existing 
or which may hereafter be created as the selling agent of the commodities purchased, and to determine, 
regulate, and fix the distribution and sale of the said commodity; 

5. To coordinate, supervise, direct, and control the activities of all existing governmental agencies 
and to coordinate with private entities engaged in the production, procurement, and distribution of 
rice, corn, and palay to provide incentives to farmers, growers, and producers; 

6. To exercise such other powers and to issue such rules and regulations as may be necessary 
to carry out these purposes or effectively implement and execute the rice and corn program hereby 
adopted. 

The Committee shall be composed of a chairman and two members to be designated by the 
President, may draw such personnel, equipment, supplies, and other facilities necessary for its operation 
from the Office of the President or from any department, office, bureau, or any other instrumentality of 
the government.

Whereas, for some years now, there have been rampant smuggling and illicit trading in smuggled 
products such as “blue seal” cigarettes; 

Whereas, the smuggling and traffic in smuggled products could not long continue if our people 
voluntarily desisted from purchasing, possessing, or using smuggled products such as “blue seal” 
cigarettes; 

Whereas, the smuggling and traffic in smuggled products have deprived the Government of 
millions of pesos in revenue and in the case of “blue seal” cigarettes, have caused tremendous losses to 
Filipino tobacco growers and cigarette manufacturers; 

Whereas, in addition, the traffic in smuggled products has produced the even more serious effect 
of breeding in our people, particularly in the young, a disrespect for law; 

Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby enjoin all public officials and employees to cooperate to the fullest 
extent with the Government in its current drive against the flagrant and unabated smuggling and sale 
of smuggled products such as “blue seal” cigarettes, and especially to desist from buying, possessing, 
or using smuggled products such as “blue seal” cigarettes, thereby providing an example of respect and 
obedience to law for the general public. 

Any violation of this order by any official or employee shall be a ground for disciplinary action. 

I appeal to the general public for cooperation with this campaign against smuggling of goods into 
the country which is pernicious to the national economy and to the people’s general welfare.

FIXING OFFICE HOURS DURING THE HOT SEASON 


Whereas, section 564 of the Revised Administrative Code, as amended by Republic Act No. 
1880, reduces the period of labor in the government service during the hot season to five continuous 
hours but at the same time leaves the observance thereof to the discretion of heads of departments, 
bureaus, and offices subject to the requirements of the services; and 

Whereas, this Administration is determined to protect the health and welfare of government 
employees without, however, impairing the interest of the public at large, especially at this time when 
we are strengthening the foundations of a sound and efficient public service; 

Now, therefore, pursuant to the provisions of section 564 of the Revised Administrative Code, 
as amended, the office hours from Monday to Friday of all departments, bureaus, offices, agencies, and 
instrumentalities of the Government, including the provincial, city, and municipal governments and 
all corporations owned or controlled by the Government, during the period from April 2 to June 15, 
1962, both dates inclusive, shall be from seven-thirty o’clock in the morning to twelve-thirty o’clock in 
the afternoon. The provisions of this Order shall not apply to the offices in the City of Baguio, whether 
national, provincial, or municipal. 

However, in the interest of the service, the heads of departments, bureaus, offices agencies, and 
instrumentalition of the Government, including the provincial and municipal governments and all 
corporations owned or controlled by the Government, are enjoined to require at least one-half of their 
personnel to be on duty in the afternoon.

DESIGNATING CALENDAR YEAR 1962 AS ECONOMIC CENSUS YEAR 


Whereas, Commonwealth Act No. 591 authorizes the Bureau of the Census and Statistics “to 
prepare, for and undertake all censuses of population, agriculture, industry, and commerce” and 
Republic Act No. 3100 sets aside an appropriation for the taking of the 1961 Economic Census. 

Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, do hereby designate Calendar Year 1962 as Economic Census Year for 
the collection of date relating to the Calendar Year 1961 of all establishments engaged in economic 
activities in accordance with the plans of the Bureau of the Census and Statistics which may be 
deemed advisable by its Director, including such possible activities as forestry and fishing; mining 
and quarrying; manufacturing; construction; utilities (electricity, gas, water, and sanitary services); 
commerce; transportation, storage, and communication; and services (professional, education, medical 
and health, recreational, business, and personal): Provided, That in the collection of said data and 
information, the constitutional guarantees of the privacy of the people’s abodes and the prohibition 
against the revelation and publication of such data and information collected, except in the form 
authorized by Commonwealth Act No. 591, shall be strictly observed. 

The collection of information is by mailing or delivering the necessary forms and explanatory 
matters furnished by the Bureau of the Census and Statistics to the persons best qualified to accomplish 
them, in which case the proprietors, officers, partners, associates, directors, administrators, managers, 
or any of their legal representatives shall be required to complete the questionnaires or forms or cause 
them to be completed on their own responsibility. The persons required to complete such schedules are 
required to mail or deliver them upon completion to the Bureau of the Census and Statistics or to any 
of its authorized representatives at such time as required by law. 

All heads of Departments of the Government and its agencies and instrumentalities, including 
government-owned or controlled corporations, as well as provincial, city, and municipal officials, are 
hereby enjoined to authorize and direct all bureaus and offices under them, to make available, for 
purposes of the census-taking, the services of their personnel as may be requisitioned. 

They are further enjoined to give such assistance as may be requested by the Bureau of the Census 
and Statistics in the execution of the provisions of this Executive Order. 

The Bureau of the Census and Statistics is hereby charged with the implementation of this Order 
and it shall issue the necessary rules and regulations therefor.

ABOLISHING THE PEACE AND AMELIORATION FUND COMMISSION 


Whereas, the Peace and Amelioration Fund Commission was created under Executive Order 
No. 7, dated January 7, 1954, for the purpose of raising additional funds from voluntary contributions 
needed for the maintenance of peace and order during the upsurge of the dissident and subversive 
elements in the country; and 

Whereas, the tasks of maintaining peace and order may now be adequately carried on with 
regularly appropriated funds; 

Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby order: 

1. The Peace and Amelioration Fund Commission created in Executive Order No. 7 dated 
January 7, 1954, as amended by Executive Order No. 153, dated December 31, 1955, is hereby 
abolished. 

2. Such minimum essential personnel as is necessary to handle the work connected with the 
holding of raffles already scheduled to be held after the abolition of the Commission, the clearing, 
closing, or liquidation of accounts and records, and all other residual activities shall be retained and 
attached to the Executive Office until the completion of the work. The number and salaries of this 
personnel shall be determined by the Executive Secretary. 

3. The payment of gratuity from the funds of the Commission to employees who will be laid off 
as a result of the abolition of their positions under this Executive Order at a rate not exceeding one 
month salary for every year of continuous satisfactory service in the Government but not exceeding 
a total of twelve months, on the basis of the last salary received, is hereby authorized: Provided, 
That if any of said employees are entitled to gratuity under any retirement law, they shall select either 
such gratuity or the gratuity herein provided: And, provided, further , That in case an employee who 
received gratuity is reinstated in the government service, he shall refund to the National Government 
the unexpired portion of his gratuity. 

4. All the property, equipment, records, and my unexpended balance of the funds of the 
Commission shall be transferred to the Executive Office, the said unexpended balance to be spent for 
any of the purposes stated in the aforecited Executive Order No. 7, as amended by Executive Order 
No. 153, and for the pay of the residual personnel referred to in paragraph 2 above. 

5. This Order shall take effect on July 1, 1962.

The following instructions are hereby issued for the conduct of public affairs during the absence 
of the President from the Philippines, on the occasion of his official visits to Pakistan and Spain from 
June 29, 1962, until he returns from abroad: 

1. The President of the Philippines shall continue to exercise all the functions of his office as 
enjoined by the Constitution and the laws, in the same manner as when he is within the national 
territory. The Executive Secretary shall, as heretofore, sign all papers that are ordinarily signed by him 
or under the authority of the President. 

2. Each Secretary of Department shall attend to and decide matters which pertain to his 
department and which under the law he may decide. On those matters, which require approval of 
the President, in case urgent action is needed, such approval shall be obtained by radio. On other 
departmental business which, although within the jurisdiction of a Secretary of Department, are of 
such importance as to affect the general policies of the Government and, therefore, should be the 
subject of consultation with the President, the Secretary concerned may communicate for such purpose 
with the President by radio or other convenient means of communication. 

3. All official communications to the President, whether by letter or by radio, shall be transmitted 
through or by the Executive Secretary. 

4. The Vice-President shall represent the President in social functions requiring the presence of 
the latter and shall preside over official ceremonies, receive and return the official calls of foreign 
dignitaries on behalf and in representation of the President, and on such occasions the Vice-President 
shall be entitled to the honors and courtesies due the President of the Philippines.

CREATING THE BUSINESS GUIDANCE AND STATISTICAL CENTER 


In order that private investors may have a source of statistical and other information pertaining 
to business prospects and to achieve efficiency and avoid confusion in the release and distribution of 
statistical data and information concerning the Philippines for official and private purpose, I, Diosdado 
Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers vested in me by law, do hereby create 
the Business Guidance and Statistical Center. 

1. The Center shall be administered by a board composed of the Chairman of the National 
Economic Council, as chairman, and the Governor of the Central Bank and the Secretary of Commerce 
and Industry, as ex oficio members and two members representing the private sector. It shall have such 
personnel as may be assigned or detailed to it from the National Economic Council and other offices 
and entities of the Government. 

2. The Center shall be the sole entity to issue official statistical data and information concerning 
the Philippines. All other entities and offices of the Government performing statistical work shall use 
their statistics only for the purposes of their functions and activities. 

3. The Board shall issue rules and regulations with the approval of the President for the guidance 
of the public. 

4. The Center may call upon any department, bureau, office, agency, or instrumentality of 
the Government, including government-owned or controlled corporations, for such assistance or 
information as it may need in the performance of its functions. 

5. This order shall take effect immediately.

Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, and upon the recommendation of the Board of Technical Surveys and Maps, do 
hereby authorize the government agencies engaged in surveying and mapping and private entities duly 
registered and licensed to engage in the same activity, to take aerial photography in any part of the 
Philippines for purposes of surveying and mapping. Permission to take aerial photography shall be 
secured from the Department of National Defense upon recommendation of the Board of Technical 
Surveys and Maps.

CREATING THE PROGRAM IMPLEMENTATION AGENCY FOR CARRYING OUT THE 

SOCIO-ECONOMIC PROGRAM 


Whereas, the Government under its present structure needs an appropriate coordinating and 
implementing agency to carry out the Socio-Economic Program; 

Whereas, there is necessity for a single agency in the Government to be in charge of and 
responsible for analytical staff work at the highest level to insure consistency of action in program 
implementation and matters of policy formulation involved therein; 

Whereas, it is necessary that the President know as intimately as possible the plans, policy 
proposals, methods and problems related to the primary goal of accelerated economic growth; and 

Whereas, it is also necessary that the best possible technical staff work be available to the 
President at all times to provide him with the necessary information for day-to-day decisions as well as 
for policy formulation; 

Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby create the Program Implementation Agency under the Office of the 
President which shall serve as the technical staff of the President responsible for the determination 
of economic priorities in the allocation of public funds, for technical and policy research, and for 
other related actions necessary to effect the coordination and implementation of the Socio-Economic 
Program. 

1. The Agency shall be directly under and responsible to, the President of the Philippines. 

2. The Agency shall be headed by a Presidential Economic Assistant to be known as Director- 
General who shall have Cabinet rank. 

3. The Agency shall have such personnel as may be assigned or detailed to it from departments, 
bureaus, offices and instrumentalities of the Government and such other personnel as the President 
may deem necessary for the performance of the Agency’s work. All positions in the Agency are hereby 
declared to be highly technical and/or primarily confidential in nature. 

4. The duly authorized officials of the Agency shall have the authority, on behalf of the President 
of the Philippines, to secure data and information directly from all government offices and entities and 
to consult and confer with the officers and personnel thereof, on such matters as may be necessary for 
the Agency to discharge its functions. 

5. The Agency shall have the following functions and responsibilities: 

(a) It shall perform socio-economic planning work at a level in-between the overall 

aggregative view of the National Economic Councils and the specialized specific views of 

individual government departments, corporations and financial institutions. 
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(b) It shall analyze, coordinate and integrate the plans, projects, programs and studies of the 
various government departments, agencies and instrumentalities for the purpose of formulating 
policy recommendations, establishing priorities and programming the utilization of public funds, 
manpower resources, and materials and equipment. 

(c) It shall analyze, evaluate, coordinate and, where necessary and with the approval of 
the President, initiate major capital projects involving public funds or funds of public financial 
institutions. 

(d) It shall perform the necessary studies and formulate recommendations for consistent 
internal and external economic policies of the Government. 

(e) It shall perform the necessary analytical and projection work in the fields of operational 
planning and basic policy research. 

(f) It shall undertake analytical work in commodity production and demand and, on 
the basic thereof, consult with and make suggestions to private entrepreneurs for appropriate 
investment projects in the private sector. 

(g) It shall establish, with the approval of the President, the necessary criteria, and other 
guidelines for the public and private sectors for investment decisions consistent with the objectives 
of the Socio-Economic Program. 

(h) It shall prepare draft legislative proposals designed to achieve the various targets and 
objectives of the Socio-Economic Program. 

(i) It shall perform such other functions as may be necessary to attain its objectives and 
shall discharge such other duties as the President may direct.

INTENSIFYING THE NATIONAL FOOD PRODUCTION CAMPAIGN 


Whereas, one of the most serious problems confronting the country today is the recurring 
shortage of foods, particularly rice and corn, fish, meat, poultry, milk and milk products, etc., to meet 
the standard nutritional requirements of our fast-growing population; 

Whereas, the attainment of self-sufficiency in foods is one of the principal objectives of 
the Government’s 5-year Integrated Socio-Economic Program, and its realization will help in the 
stabilization of the price of prime commodities; 

Whereas, the Philippines is endowed with extensive and fertile agricultural lands and with 
abundant rainfall, and with the use of the known tools of production, we may develop not only self- 
sufficiency, but surplus in production needed for export and to supply the raw materials necessary for 
the establishment of industries; 

Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby create a NATIONAL FOOD PRODUCTION CAMPAIGN 
COMMITTEE whose membership, duties, and functions are as follows: 

I. Membership . — This nation-wide Food Production Campaign shall be implemented by a 
Cabinet Committee composed of the Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources, the Secretary of 
Education, and the General Manager of the Rice and Corn Administration. 

The Cabinet Committee is hereby empowered to create production coordinating committees 
in the different regions, provinces, municipalities, and municipal districts: organize Work Groups; and 
promulgate such rules and regulations as may be necessary to carry out effectively the functions of the 
Food Production Campaign. The Cabinet Committee is also empowered to call on other departments, 
bureaus, and/or offices of the government for the proper implementation of its duties and functions. 

II. Duties and Functions 

The National Food Production Committee shall formulate short and long range programs and 
shall have the following duties and functions: 

1. Conduct a nation-wide campaign for the production of food crops, meat, poultry, milk, fish, 
etc., all over the country. 

2. Encourage the production of sufficient seed and plant materials; promote gardening in schools, 
backyards, and promote crop diversification by planting mongo, onion, garlic, and other short season 
crops after rice. 
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3. Intensify stocking of fish seeds in inland waters and wage a campaign against dynamite fishing 
and effect the speedy processing of fishpond applications under the jurisdiction of government agencies 
concerned. 

4. Intensify and promote artificial insemination, particularly on swine and cattle, and encourage 
dairying, backyard poultry, and/or swine raising. 

5. Intensify the control of plant and animal pests and diseases and implement the international 
and national quarantine rules and regulations. 

6. Intensify educational campaign among the people on the use of improved agricultural practices 
through the establishment of more plant and animal breeding stations, seed and livestock farms and 
farm demonstrations and fish nurseries. 

7. Promote food production by awarding prizes and certificates of recognition to deserving barrio 
farmers, school children, and teachers in the production of better plants, livestock, and fishes. 

8. Promote the organization and enlist cooperation of Farmers’ Extension Clubs, Parent Teachers 
Association, 4-H Clubs, Rural Improvement Clubs, Boy Scout, Girl Scout Organizations, and other 
similar organizations, and encourage the holding of regular farmers’ and animal’s field day in rural areas. 

9. Intensify the in-service training of government personnel, particularly those engaged in food 
production. 

10. Recommend measures for the use of other agencies and offices in the extension of more credit 
facilities, particularly to indigent farmers. 

11. Recommend measures to appropriate government agencies for the establishment of more 
adequate storage, transportation, and marketing facilities. 

12. Do other duties and perform other functions which will help contribute in the attainment of 
the goals set in our 5-year socioeconomic program. 

III. Funds. — The Cabinet Committee is hereby authorized to draw such amount as may be needed 
to carry out the duties and functions of the National Food Production Campaign from such available 
funds as may be needed for the purpose under existing rules and regulations, subject to the approval of 
the President of the Philippines.

PROVIDING FOR THE IMPLEMENTING DETAILS FOR REPUBLIC ACT NO. 2717, 
OTHERWISE KNOWN AS THE ELECTRIFICATION ADMINISTRATION ACT 


Pursuant to the powers vested in me by law, the following implementing details of Republic 
Act No. 2717, otherwise known as the Electrification Administration Act, are hereby promulgated to 
govern the organization, powers, duties, and functions of the Electrification Administration. 

Section 1. The organization, functions, and operation of the Electrification Administration, 
hereinafter referred to as the “Administration,” shall be in accordance with the provisions of Republic 
Act No. 2717 and these Implementing Details. 

Sec. 2. The Administration shall function under the Office of the President and shall consist of the 
Office of the Administrator, a Programming and Planning Department, a Fiscal Department, a Loans 
and Investments Department, and a Design, Construction, and Maintenance Department. 

Sec. 3. The Office of the Administrator shall have an Administrative Department, an Accounting 
Department, and a Legal Department. 

Sec. 4. The Administrator of the Electrification Administration, hereinafter referred to as the 
“Administrator,” is authorized to make such changes in organization, definition of functions, and 
distribution of work among the departments in the Administration as may be necessary to reflect changes 
in legislation, conditions, needs, or workloads: Provided, That no changes may be made during the fiscal 
year 1963 without specific approval of the President: And provided further. That any such changes must 
be in conformity with the provisions of Republic Act No. 2717 and these Implementing Details. 

Sec. 5. Quarters for the Offices of the Administration shall be selected by the Administrator. 

Sec. 6. The functions, owers, duties, and responsibilities of the Administrator shall consist of those 
provided in pertinent provisions of the Revised Administrative Code, other pertinent laws, orders, rules 
and regulations, besides those provided in pertinent provisions of Republic Act No. 2717 and these 
Implementing Details. 

The Administrator shall have the following functions, among others: 

1. Advise the President on the formulation and execution of policies concerning the furnishing of 

cheap and dependable electric power and facilities in rural areas; 

2. Promulgate rules and regulations necessary to carry out policy objectives and functions vested 

in him by law; 

3. Appoint, fix the compensation, and detemine the duties of the officials and employees of the 

Administration as the exigencies of the service may require; 
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4. Delegate authority for the performance of any functions or set of functions to officers and 

employees under his direction; and 

5. Direct and provide for the overall operation of the Administration. 

Sec. 7. The Administrator shall receive an annual compensation of fifteen thousand pesos per 
annum. 

Sec. 8. The Deputy Administrator shall be delegated such powers and authority as may be 
necessary to enable him to discharge his functions, duties, and responsibilities. 

The Deputy Administrator shall have the following functions, among others: 

1. Serve as deputy to the Administrator in all matters; 

2. Administer the Administration’s day-to-day activities, coordinate its program and projects, and 

be responsible for the efficient and economical operation of the Administration; 

3. Evaluate recommendations made by the various staffs and departments of the Administration 

and submit his findings to the Administrator for action; 

4. Advise and assist the Administrator in the formulation, determination, and implemention of the 

Administration policies; 

5. Act as Administrator in the latter’s absence or if the office is vacant. 

Sec. 9. The Deputy Administrator shall receive an annual compensation of twelve thousand pesos 
per annum. 

Sec. 10. The Administrative Department shall be responsible for providing services related to 
property, records, materials requisition, and general office management. 

Sec. 11. The Legal Department shall provide legal services and advise required by the 
Administrator, or the office, including those pertaining to proposed and existing legislations pertinent 
to the functions of the Administration. 

Sec. 12. The Accounting Department shall be responsible for the functions relating to the 
maintenance of proper accounting procedures and records. 

Sec. 13. The Programming and Planning Department shall operate primarily as a planning, 
scheduling, coordinating, and advisory unit in the implementation of the Administration’s electrification 
program. It shall coordinate its work and consult with the National Economic Council, the Program 
Implementation Agency, the National Power Corporation, and the Bureau of Public Works. 

Sec. 14. The Fiscal Department shall be responsible for the functions of the Administration 
relating to financial budgeting, control of expenditures of budgeted funds, and the handling of cash. 

Sec. 15. The Loans and Investments Department shall be responsible for the evaluation and 
processing of loan applications. 

Sec. 16. The Design, Construction, and Maintenance Department shall execute program, of 
the Administration relating to the location, design, construction and maintenance of electric power 
facilities. 

Sec. 17. Out of the fund provided for in Republic Act No. 2717, the sum of P5, 000, 000 is hereby 
set aside as operating expenses of the Administration for the fiscal year 1962-63. 

Sec. 18. The balance of the amount appropriated for the Administration as provided in R. A. 
2717 and as programmed by the Budget Commission for the Fiscal Year 1962-63, after the amount 
provided in section 17 hereof has been deducted, is hereby made available for loans in accordance with 
the provisions of said Act. 
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Sec. 19. The sum of P5, 000, 000 for the fiscal year 1962-63 and the same amount each year, for 
the next four (4) fiscal years, is hereby authorized as a revolving fund of the Administration. Any sum 
as assets which the NEC -AID may assign to the Administration shall form part of this revolving fund, 
except when it is expressly set aside for research or operating expenses. For the succeeding fiscal years, 
the operating expenses of the Administration shall be incorporated in the General Appropriation Act. 
The increments due and collected by the Administration shall be subject to a special budget for the 
improvement of the Administration. 

Sec. 20. The Government Service Insurance System, the Social Security System, and the 
Development Bank of the Philippines are hereby authorized and directed to make loans not exceeding 
the aggregate amount of P 5 0,000,000, subject to the pertinent provisions of section 5, Republic Act 
No. 2717. 

Sec. 21. The Chairman of the Reparations Commission shall allocate and transfer to the 
Administration any sums or assets received from or out of Japanese reparations and loans obtained 
under the Japanese Reparations Treaty. 

Sec. 22. If any provisions of these Implementing Details should be held invalid, the other 
provisions shall not be affected thereby. 

Sec. 23. The Administrator shall direct the orderly scheduling of transfers, changes, and other 
transitional actions required by these Implementing Details. In the Interim, each entity affected 
shall continue to perform its existing functions until such time as the Administrator orders changes 
or cessation, and each officer and employee shall continue to perform his duties and to exercise his 
authority until such time as the Administrator orders otherwise.

By virtue of the powers vested in me by law, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, 
do hereby amend section 8 of Executive Order No. 571, promulgated on February 27, 1953, to read as 
follows: 

“Sec. 2. The Order of Sikatuna, which commemorates the first treaty (Pacto de Sangre) between 
the Philippines and foregin country, shall be divided into five ranks: 

“1. Raja — To be awarded to actual or former heads of state and/or heads of government, 
Filipino or foreign, for extraordinary services in the field of international relations. 

“2. Datu — To be awarded to foreign ministers, other Cabinet secretaries and ambassadors, 
Filipino or foreign, for exceptionally meritorious services in the field international relations. 

“3. Lakan — To be awarded to ministers plenipotentiary and officials of equivalent rank and 
other disinguished persons, Filipino or foreign for outstanding services in the field of international 
relations. 

“4. Maginoo — To be awarded to senior officers of the Department of Foreign Affairs, 
whether in the Home Office or in the Foreign Service, below ministerial rank, for excellent 
services in the field of international relations. This may likewise be awarded to other government 
officials of the Philippines and of foreign countries of equivalent or similar rank and to deserving 
private citizens. Before any Filipino government official or employee may be entitled to the award, 
he must have served at least six years in the government. 

“5. Maharlika — To be awarded to junior officers of the Department of Foreign Affairs, 
whether in the Home Office or in the Foreign Service, to other government officials of the 
Philippines and of foreign countries, and to private citizens deserving of such honor. Before any 
Filipino government official or employee may be entitled to the award, he must have served at 
least four years in the government.”

ADDITIONAL MEMBERS, DUTIES, AND FUNCTIONS 


Whereas, the grandeur of a nation is determined by the greatness of the lives and works of its 
heroes, and the Philippines is a country of great men whose heroic deeds have shaped our destiny as a 
nation; 

Whereas, on the solid rock of their historic past is based the present structure of our nationhood 
for the well-being of future generations; 

Whereas, our government and people have jointly initiated a determined .move to propagate 
their teachings not only among our people, who are the immediate beneficiary of their enduring legacy, 
but also among all peoples in countries where democracy and freedom are held supreme; 

Whereas, in view of the favorable impact on our people made by the centennial celebration of 
the birth of Jose Rizal, there is need for establishing a continuing agency of the government to prepare 
for the centenary of other national heroes whose lives and teachings should likewise be perpetuated; 

Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, in recognition of the necessity of observing the centenary and anniversary of 
national heroes of the Philippines and the perpetuation of their lives and teachings, do hereby amend 
Executive Order No. 14, series of 1962, abolishing the Jose Rizal National Centennial Commission 
and creating a committee to carry out the remaining activities of the commission, by converting said 
committee into a National Heroes Commission with increased membership, duties, and functions. 

The Commission shall be composed of the following: 


1. The Secretary of Education Chairman 

2. The Director of Public Libraries Member 

3. The Director of National Museum Member 

4. The President, Philippine Historical Association Member 


5. Other persons the President may designate from time to time 
The Commission shall have the following additional duties and functions: 

1. Prepare for the celebration of the centenary of selected national heroes, to include but not 
limited to the publication of their works and to adopt measures that will afford every Filipino a chance 
to participate in the celebration of each centenary; 
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2. Translate into English, Filipino, and major languages of the Philippines and publish for 
distribution their original writings and significant works about them to be sold at cost; 

3. Print and distribute biographies of national heroes; 

4. Administer and appropriate, with the approval of the President, funds donated to it by the 
public and by the Government and proceeds from income in pursuance of its duties and functions; 

5. Study who of our heroes should be honored by way of proclamation of special public holidays 
in their honor; the scope of the celebration, whether national or local; the appropriate manner of 
observing the various occasions; and whether it is the natal day or the death anniversary that should be 
observed; 

6. Take charge of the celebrations in their honor so as to assure harmony, solemnity, and propriety 
in the observance of the various occasions. 

The Commission may call upon any department, bureau, office, agency, or instrumentality of 
the government, including government-owned or controlled corporations, for such assistance or 
information as it may need in the performance of its functions. 

The Commission shall make report to the President from time to time but not less than once 
every six months.

(d) That the Provincial Veterinarian and the Provincial Commander shall make a joint 

certification that the carabao is 15 years old or over and unfit for work. 

3. In every case where a permit to slaughter carabao is issued, the Provincial Commander shall 
furnish the Office of the President copies of the pertinent papers.

Whereas, the financial institutions of the government play a focal role in maximizing the use of 
available resources to support the country’s economic development; 

Whereas, there exists a need for coordinating the investment policies of government financial 
institutions to enable them to contribute in a more effective manner towards the attainment of the 
overall targets and priorities set forth in the Five-Year integrated Socio-Economic Program; 

Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby create the Loans and Investment Council. 

1. The Council shall have the following composition: 


Secretary of Finance Chairman 

Secretary of Commerce and Industry Member 

Director-General of the Program Implementation Agency Member 

Governor of the Central Bank Member 

Chairman of the Development Bank of the Philippines Member 

President of the Philippine National Bank Member 

General Manager of the Government Service Insurance System Member 

Administrator of the Social Security System Member 


2. The Council shall have the following duties and functions: 

(a) To formulate and coordinate the investment policies of the government financial 
institutions so as to secure the optimum use of the resources available in such institutions in 
line with the objectives of the Socio-Economic Program; and consistent with their individual 
limitations and primary functions; 

(b) To serve as a general clearing house of information on projects before the member 
institutions so that applications requesting financial support from more than one member 
institution may be evaluated simultaneously by the member institutions concerned; 

(c) To develop a coordinated and consistent budgeting system for the resources of the 
government financial institutions, and to revew and coordinate the annual program of sources 
and applications of the funds of the member institutions, so as to shape them into an integrated 
annual program of captal transfer in full support of the Program; 
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(d) To perform such other functions as will contribute towards the attainment of the goals 
set in the program. 

3. The Council is hereby authorized to have such personnel as may be assigned or detailed to it 
from member institutions, and to draw upon such amount as may be needed to carry out its duties 
and functions from such available funds as may be needed for the purpose under existing rules and 
regulations, subject to the approval of the President of the Philippines.

Whereas, section 564 of the Revised Administrative Code, as amended by Republic Act No. 1880, 
reduces the period of labor in the government service during the hot season to five continuous hours 
but at the same time leaves the observance thereof to the discretion of heads departments, bureaus, and 
offices subject to the requirements of the services; and 

Whereas, this Administration is determined to protect the health and welfare of government 
employees without, however, impairing the interest of the public at large, especially at this time when 
we are strengthening the foundations of a sound and efficient public service; 

Now, therefore, pursuant to the provisions of section 564 of the Revised Administrative Code, as 
amended, the office hours from Monday to Friday of all departments, bureaus, offices, agencies, and 
instrumentalities of the Government, including the provincial, city, and municipal governments and 
all corporations owned or controlled by the Government, during the period from April 1 to June 15, 
1963, both dates inclusive, shall be from seven-thirty o’clock in the morning to twelve-thirty o’clock in 
the afternoon. The provisions of this Order shall not apply to the offices in the City of Baguio, whether 
National, provincial, or municipal. 

However, in the interest of the service, the heads of departments, bureaus, offices, agencies, and 
instrumentalities of the Government, including the provincial and municipal governments and all 
corporations owned or controlled by the Government, are enjoined to require at least one-half of their 
personnel to be on duty in the afternoon.

PROVIDING FOR THE COLLECTION OF MATERIAL HISTORICAL AND CULTURAL RELICS 
AND THE COMPILATION OF HISTORICAL AND CULTURAL DATA REGARDING BARRIOS, 
MUNICIPALITIES, CITIES AND PROVINCES OF THE PHILIPPINES 


Whereas, the recorded history and cultural development of the Philippines is far from complete; 

Whereas, Executive Order No. 138, dated January 3, 1938, providing for the collection and 
compilation of historical data regarding barrios, municipalities, cities, and provinces of the Philippines, 
has not been fully implemented. 

Whereas, a great wealth of historical and cultural materials is believed to be still in the possession 
of the people, some preserved only in the memory of our elders, and the rest, in manuscripts or other 
records which are not fully safeguard from destruction; and 

Whereas, it is in the public interest that these materials be gathered and preserved in as complete 
a form as possible for posterity; 

Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby direct that the information and materials hereinafter specified be 
secured by the provincial governor and city mayor of every province and city, and that the same be 
transmitted to the Director of the National Library and/or the Director of the National Museum not 
later than December thirty-one, nineteen hundred and sixty-three, for compilation and preservation. 

The following rules shall govern the collection and transmission of the desired materials and 
information: 

a. Upon the promulgation of this executive order, each provincial governor shall immediately issue 
instructions to all municipal mayors under his jurisdiction and, in the case of a city, each city mayor 
shall issue such instructions to any city officials designated by him, enjoining said municipal mayors or 
city officials, as the case may be, to call together the old men in each and every barrio, sitio, or district 
in each municipality or city and obtain from them or from any documents or material evidence in their 
possession the entire history and cultural development of such community insofar as may be possible. 

b. All information data, and material evidence gathered shall be recorded as outlined in paragraph 
(i) hereof, preferably in the language or dialect of he locality, with a translation in English. 

c. All writings should be signed by the governor, for the history of the province; by the city mayor, 
for the history of the city; by the municipal mayor, for the history of the town; and by the barrio 
lieutenant, for the history of the barrio. 

d. The name of the family or families that have kept the records mentioned above should be 
indicated in order that due credit may be given to them. 
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e. Information should also be given regarding books, documents, or valuable cultural and 
historical objects on the Philippines owned in any community, in order that such books, documents, or 
objects as are desired may be obtained, if possible, for the National Library or the National Museum 
by purchase or gift. 

f. The names of all Filipino authors of any community and the titles of all their productions, 
whether printed or in manuscripts, should be included. If the productions are in manuscript form, a 
statement should be given of the names of the persons in possession of the same. 

g. All papers and articles pertaining to the barrios shall be delivered to the mayor of the town, 
who shall forward the same, together with the data pertaining to his municipality, to the governor of 
the province. All the original documents and translations if any, shall be forwarded by the provincial 
governor in a carefully made and protected package to the Director of the National Library, Manila, 
and all materials of historical and cultural value shall be sent to the Director, National Museum, 
Manila. Each package shall be marked “Historical Documents.” The ame procedure shall be followed 
by the city mayor in forwarding all materials, papers, and documents pertaining to the city either to the 
Director of the National Library or to the Director of National Museum, as the case may be. 

h. Provincial governments which have already complied with the requirements of Executive Order 
No. 133 shall give information only to update the historical data required. 

i. The information desired is as follows: 


The Barrio 

1. Present official name of the barrio. 

2. Native name of the barrio with its meaning; changes in the name of the barrio, if any, 
and the derivation of the name; and the names of the sitios included within the jurisdiction of the 
barrio. 

3. Date of establishment of the barrio. 

4. Original families of the barrio. 

5. List of the barrio lieutenants from the earliest time to date. 

6. Story of old barrios or sitios that are now depopulated. 

7. Traditions, legends, folk tales, beliefs, proverbs, sayings, superstitions, puzzles, songs, 
nursery hyms, etc. 

8. Material evidence of the historical and cultural life of the people should be collected, 
if available. A list itemizing in detail the historical and cultural relics, artifacts, antiques, etc., in 
the possession of the community or individuals of great importance to our historical and cultural 
development giving a similar outline (as in the recorded history of written or unwritten literature) 
as a guide, adding that if possible this be donated to the government and kept in the National 
Museum. 

9. Data on any historical sites, structures, buildings, old ruins, etc. List of historical sites, 
landmarks, or buildings, such as churches, monuments, public or private buildings, giving an 
outline of the date of construction, present ownership, present conditions, historical or cultural or 
tourist relationship to town, barrio, or province, etc. 

The Town or City 

10. Present official name of the town or city. 

11. Former name or names of the town or city with their meanings. 
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12. Date of the establishment of the town or city. 

13. Traditions, legends, folk tales, beliefs, proverbs, sayings, superstitions, puzzles, songs, 
nursery hymes, etc. (It is preferable that these be written in the language or dialect of the locality 
and that a translation in English be forwarded with the vernacular versions.) 

14. Data on any historical sites, structures, buildings, old ruins, etc. 

15. Important historical events that took place in the town or city. 

16. Names of all capitanes municipales, alcaldes mayores, curas parrocos, jueces, municipal 
presidents, or other officials that may be obtained in the community. 

17. As much as possible, gather samples of old costumes, dresses worn on different occasions, 
hats, canes, utensiles, instruments, and other relics associated with the past history or culture of 
the town or city. (See also item 8 above.) 

The Province 

18. Present official name of the province. 

19. Former name or names of the province with their meanings. 

20. Date of establishment of the province. 

21. Chronological list of all the governors and principal officials of the province. 

22. Names of at least five of the most outstanding citizens (only among those already dead) 
in the province, together with a statement of their achievements. 

23. Important historical events that took place in the province. 

24. As much as possible, gather articles that serve as evidence or mementos of the events, 
personages, or of customs and traditions.

EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 318, DATED SEPTEMBER 17, 1958; AND EXECUTIVE ORDER 

NO. 358, DATED SEPTEMBER 23, 1959 


The third paragraph of Executive Order No. 298, dated August 12, 1940, as amended by 
Executive Order No. 146; dated December 27, 1955, Executive Order No. 212, dated November 6, 
1956; Executive Order No. 318, dated September 17, 1958; and Executive Order No. 358, dated 
September 23, 1959, is hereby further amended to read as follows: 

“Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
in me vested by law, do hereby direct that no contract for public service or for furnishing supplies, 
materials and equipment to the government or any of its branches, agencies or instrumentalities shall be 
renewed or entered into without public bidding except for very extraordinary reasons to be determined 
by a Committee composed of the Executive Secretary, as Chairman, and the Auditor General and the 
Secretary of Justice, as Members: Provided, That when there is a tie in the voting of the Committee, 
the case shall be submitted to the President for decision: Provided, further. That when the Head of the 
Department concerned certifies on the requisition that the supplies, materials or equipment are urgently 
needed to meet an emergency which may involve the loss of, or damage to, life and/or property or are 
to be used in connection with a project or activity which cannot be delayed without causing detriment 
to the public service, the Director of Supply may purchase the supplies, materials or equipment so 
requisitioned without public bidding, but only after thorough canvass of the market. The Director 
of Supply may likewise purchase without public bidding supplies, materials or equipment which are 
sold by an exclusive dealer or manufacturer which does not have sub-dealers selling at lower prices 
and for which no suitable substitutes can be obtained elsewhere at more advantageous terms to the 
Government.”

CREATING THE NATIONAL DEFENSE COLLEGE OF THE 
ARMED FORCES OF THE PHILIPPINES 


Whereas, the need for a National Defense College to conduct continuing and intensive studies of 
the diversified problems relative to national defense has long been felt in our Armed Forces; 

Whereas, the preparation of mobilization plans involving the financial, industrial, economic, social, 
and moral forces and resources of the nation does not fall exclusively on the Department of National 
Defense but must be shared equally by the other Executive Departments of the Government; and 

Whereas, the Philippines, after its almost two decades of political independence, does not yet have 
an educational institution dedicated to the specific mission of training military leaders and civilian 
executives for top positions of leadership in the Department of National Defense, the National Security 
Council, and other Executive Departments of the Government, which they may be called upon to fill in 
case of national emergency. 

Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by the Constitution and by the National Defense Act, do hereby order the establishment 
of the National Defense College of the Philippines. 

The mission of the National Defense College shall be to prepare potential defense leaders to 
assume and discharge the responsibilities of high command, staff, and policy-formulating functions 
within the National Government and the national and international security structure. In complying 
with this broad mission, the National Defense College shall have the following specific objectives; 

(1) To conduct studies on national objectives, particularly those relating to manpower, material, 
and money resources; to balance these objectives with available resources; to translate these 
further into national plans, programs, and budgets; and to identify and to recommend the 
promotion of specific industrial enterprises to strengthen the national mobilization base; 

(2) To conduct studies on the inter-related military-political, logistical, administrative, sociological, 
scientific, technological, and economic aspects of national production for economic 
development and/or for the contingency of war; 

(3) To inqure into the war-potential of major nations, particularly our neighbors and other 
nations of the world; 

(4) To enhance the preparation of civilians and military students for the exercise of interdepartmental 
coordination, and for a combined, integrated or joint planning of national strategy, tactics, and 
the massive and expeditious mobilization of resources in the event of war; and 

(5) To provide the students with the broad perspectives necessary for the formulation and 
development of national policies, and the ability to arrive at responsible and sound decisions. 
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The National Defense College as herein established shall be organized and administered by 
the Chief of Staff, Armed Forces of the Philippines, under the general supervision and control of the 
Secretary of National Defense. 

Such amount as shall be necessary for the implementation of this order shall come from the 
Armed Forces of the Philippines funds. 

This Order shall take effect immediately.

regular municipality and that the mother municipality of Datu Piang, after the segregation therefrom 
of the territory comprised in the municipality of Maganoy, can still maintain creditably its municipal 
government, meet all its statutory and contractual obligations, and provide for the essential municipal 
services.

By virtue of the powers vested in me by the Constitution and existing laws, and in order to insure 
the adequate and effective performance of the functions of the Acceptance Boards provided under 
Section 61 of the National Defense Act, as amended, I, DIOSDADO MACAPAGAL, President of the 
Philippines, do hereby order: 

1. All city health officers, district health officers, municipal health officers and presidents of 
sanitary divisions under the Department of Health are hereby designated ex officio medical members 
of such Acceptance Boards as the Secretary of National Defense shall deem necessary and expedient 
to establish. Said medical members shall enter upon the discharge of their functions upon notification 
in writing by the Secretary of National Defense and for such periods as may be required under the 
National Defense Act. 

2. The Secretary of Health shall, upon request by the Secretary of National Defense, make 
available a list of the city health officers, district health officers, municipal health officers and presidents 
of sanitary divisions under the Department of Health and the different localities where they are 
currently assigned. The Secretary of National Defense shall see to it that only medical officers of the 
Bureau of Health assigned nearest to the place where an Acceptance Board is located are selected for 
duty with said Board: Provided , That the schedule of said government physicians shall be arranged in 
such a manner as not to interfere with their primary functions. 

3. The city health officers, district health officers, municipal health officers and presidents of 
sanitary divisions selected by the Secretary of National Defense for service as members of Acceptance 
Boards shall discharge, among others, the duties and functions of medical members of the Board as 
provided in Section 62 of the National Defense Act. 

This order shall take effect immediately.

Whereas, local textile mills now manufacture clothing materials, such as khaki, denims, herring- 
bone twills, blankets, towels drills, sheetings and absorbent gauze, which are generally considered 
as satisfactory for the use of the Armed Forces, hospitals, public educational institutions, and other 
government entities; 

Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby order: 

1 . All clothing materials, except ramie textiles which shall be supplied exclusively by the ACCFA, 
needed by all departments, bureaus, offices, agencies, instrumentalities, and political subdivisions of the 
Government, including the corporations owned and controlled by the Government, the Armed Forces, 
Government hospitals, and public educational institutions shall be purchased through public bidding, 
from local textile mills, whenever available. 

2. This order revokes Executive Order No. 524, dated August 12, 1952, but not Executive Order 
No. 215, dated November 17, 1956, which shall continue to be in force.

AMENDING EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 660, DATED DECEMBER 23, 1953 


Pursuant to the provisions of section 6 of Republic Act No. 610, I, Diosdado Macapagal, 
President of the Philippines, do hereby prescribe the following rules and regulations amendatory to 
Executive Order No. 660, dated December 23, 1953: 

Sec. 1. A board of three (3) members, at least two (2) of whom shall be qualified physicians, 
under the direct supervision of the Administrator, Philippine Veterans Administration, is hereby created 
in the Philippine Veterans Administration. This Board shall be a full-time body and shall be known as 
the “PVA Disability Rating Board.” 

Sec. 2. All applications for disability pension shall be referred to the PVA Disability Rating Board, 
which shall determine the extent of the disability of the person applying for disability pension based 
on findings and recommendations of any authorized AFP Certificate of Disability Discharge Board 
(CDD Board) and all clinical records and in accordance with the “Schedule for Rating Disabilities 
of the U.S. Veterans Administration, 1945 Edition,” or such other schedule which may subsequently 
be promulgated by the Administrator, Philippine Veterans Administration, except for conditions as 
hereunder provided. A majority vote of the members of the Board shall be sufficient to sustain the 
rating of any individual case; provided, however, that a certification by the Secretary of National 
Defense, upon recommendation of the Chief of Staff, Armed Forces of the Philippines, as to the military 
status and service-connection of the disability of the person applying for disability pension, shall be 
binding and conclusive upon the PVA Disability Rating Board. 

Sec. 3. Yearly re-evaluation or redetermination of a veteran’s disability shall be the responsibility 
of the PVA Disability Rating Board. The V. Luna General Hospital, upon request by the Board, shall 
make available clinical records, CDD Work Sheets, and other pertinent papers and documents and 
shall conduct X-Ray, Laboratory test and other examination on the veteran concerned. Such medical 
examination and test may also be undertaken by any other government hospital nearest the residence 
of the veteran concerned, upon request by the Board. The Board shall formulate procedures necessary 
to carry out its re-evaluation or redetermination activities. 

Sec. 4. The AFP Disability Rating Board created under Executive Order No. 660, dated December 
23, 1953, is hereby abolished; provided that its functions and records are transferred to the PVA 
Disability Rating Board; provided further, that any mention of the AFP Disability Rating Board in said 
Executive Order shall be understood to refer to the PVA Disability Rating Board. 

Sec. 5. This Order shall take effect upon its approval.

The following instructions are hereby issued for the conduct of public affairs during the absence 
of the President from the Philippines, on the occasion of his official visit to the United States from 
November 24, 1963, until he returns from abroad: 

1. The President of the Philippines shall continue to exercise all the functions of his office as 
enjoined by the Constitution and the laws, in the same manner as when he is within the national 
territory. The Executive Secretary shall, as heretofore, sign all papers that are ordinarily signed by him, 
by or under the authority of the President. 

2. Each Secretary of Department shall attend to and decide matters which pertain to his 
department and which under the law he may decide. On those matters which require approval of 
the President, in case urgent action is needed, such approval shall be obtained by radio. On other 
departmental business which, although within the jurisdiction of a Secretary of Department, is of such 
importance as to affect the general policies of the Government and, therefore, should be the subject of 
consultation with the President, the Secretary concerned may communicate for such purpose with the 
President by radio or other convenient means of communication. 

3. All official communications to the President, whether by letter or by radio, shall be transmitted 
through or by the Executive Secretary. 

4. The Vice-President shall represent the President in social functions requiring the presence of 
the latter and shall preside over official ceremonies, receive and return the official calls of foreign 
dignitaries in behalf and in representation of the President, and on such occasions the Vice-President 
shall be entitled to the honors and courtesies due the President of the Philippines.

Whereas, there are at present numerous government agencies charged with interrelated functions 
relative to the stabilization of the rice and corn industries, and the production, procurement, and 
distribution of these staple commodities; 

Whereas, this diffusion of functions and responsibilities without an immediate unifying authority 
has led to confused, unintegrated measures which slow down or frustrate government efforts to insure 
constantly for the public an ample supply of rice and corn at prices within their reach; and 

Whereas, there is a real necessity for a coordinating agency to unify and integrate the 
administration and implementation of existing laws, rules, and regulations on rice and corn; 

Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby create the Rice and Corn Authority under the Office of the President 
composed of the following officials who shall attend in person the meetings and deliberations of said 
body: 


The Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources, Chairman 

The Rice and Corn Administrator 

The Chairman of the Rice and Corn Board 

The Chairman of the National Economic Council 

The Assistant Executive Secretary on Economic Affairs 

The Rice and Corn Authority shall have such personnel as may be assigned or detailed to it from 
departments, bureaus, offices, and instrumentalities of the Government. 

It shall have the following functions and powers: 

(a) It shall supervise and coordinate the programs and policies of the various government agencies 
charged with the administration and implementation of existing laws, rules, and regulations concerning 
the production, procurement, distribution, and supply of rice and corn, and the stabilization of the rice 
and corn industries. 

(b) It shall make studies and draft of a long-range program calculated to develop and stabilize the 
rice and corn industries and to achieve national self-sufficiency in these staple commodities. 

(c) It shall have the authority to call on any department, bureau, office, agency, or instrumentality 
of the Government for such assistance or information as it may need in the discharge of its function. 

(d) It shall prepare and draft legislative proposals designed to improve existing laws on rice and 

corn. 
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(e) It shall perform such other functions as may be necessary to attain its objectives and shall 
discharge such other duties as the President may direct. 

The Rice and Corn Authority shall submit to the President from time to time reports on the 
progress of its work.

CREATING THE OFFICE OF PRESIDENTIAL ASSISTANT ON HOUSING 


In order to achieve greater efficiency and better coordination in the implementation of the 
nationwide housing program now being undertaken by different agencies of the Government concerned 
with housing and to provide a single and effective machinery, therefor, I, Diosdado Macapagal, 
President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers vested in me by law, do hereby create in the Office 
of the President the Office of Presidential Assistant on Housing. 

1 . The Office shall be directly under, and responsible to, the President of the Philippines and shall 
be headed by an official to be designated or appointed by the President, who shall be known as the 
Presidential Assistant on Housing. The latter shall act for, and in behalf of, the President in all matters 
pertaining to housing. 

2. The Office shall have the following specific functions and responsibilities: 

(a) It shall study, formulate, and implement the nationwide housing program of the President in 
chartered cities, municipalities, municipal districts, and barrios. 

(b) It shall analyze, coordinate and integrate the plans, projects, programs, and studies of the 
various government offices, agencies, and instrumentalities engaged in housing development, 
particularly the government-owned or controlled corporations, such as the People’s Homesite and 
Housing Corporation, the Government Service Insurance System, the Social Security System, the 
Home Financing Corporation, and the Development Bank of the Philippines, which are called upon 
to cooperate to the fullest extent with the Presidential Assistant on Housing and to make available 
to the latter such personnel, materials, and other resources as are necessary to ensure the successful 
implementation of the President’s National Housing Program. 

(c) It shall formulate uniform housing standards to govern mass housing construction financed 
through government loans. 

(d) It shall recommend to the President such legislations as are necessary to implement effectively 
the nationwide housing program. 

(e) It shall receive, handle, and disburse any and all funds that may be allocated either by 
presidential order or by act of Congress for the purpose of carrying out the objectives of this executive 
order. 

(/) It shall perform such other functions as the President may assign to it. 

3. The Presidential Assistant on Housing is hereby authorized to execute for, and in behalf of, the 
Republic of the Philippines deeds of conveyance or lease contracts in carrying out the functions of his 
office. 
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4. The Presidential Assistant on Housing is also authorized to issue such directives, rules, 
and regulations as he may deem necessary to carry out the purposes of this executive order. He is 
empowered to organize a staff personnel to assist him in the discharge of his duties and functions. He 
may also secure the services on detail basis of officers and employees of any department, office, agency, 
or instrumentality of the Government whose assistance may be needed by him in accomplishing the 
purposes of his office.

2. Each Secretary of Department shall attend to and decide matters which pertain to his 
department and which under the law he may decide. On those matters which require approval of 
the President, in case urgent action is needed, such approval shall be obtained by radio. On other 
departmental business which, although within the jurisdiction of a Secretary of Department, is of such 
importance as to affect the general policies of the Government and, therefore, should be the subject of 
consultation with the President, the Secretary concerned may communicate for such purpose with the 
President by radio or other convenient means of communications. 

3. All official communications to the President, whether by letter or by radio, shall be transmitted 
through or by the Executive Secretary. 

4. The Vice-President shall represent the President in social functions requiring the presence of 
the latter and shall preside over official ceremonies, receive and return the official calls of foreign 
dignitaries on behalf and in representation of the President, and on such occasions the Vice-President 
shall be entitled to the honors and courtesies due the President of the Philippines.

PRESCRIBING ECONOMY MEASURES IN THE OPERATION OF THE NATIONAL 

GOVERNMENT 


Whereas, the most judicious use of such resources is the government be utilized in the most 
economical, efficient, and effective manner; 

Whereas, the most judicious use of such resources is necessary not only for the sound 
performance of governmental functions but also for an effective implementation of the country’s 
development program; and 

Whereas, it is necessary that specific guides be followed by all concerned in achieving an effective 
austerity program in the Government; 

Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby order that the following economy measures be observed by all personnel 
of the National Government: 

1 . Travel of officials and employees outside their duty stations requiring the payment of per diems 
or reimbursement of actual traveling expenses, or travel to foreign countries for which the Philippine 
Government shall bear all expenses or the major portion of expenses connected with such travel, shall 
not be allowed, except in meritorious cases to be determined by the Department Secretary concerned in 
case of local travel and the Office of the President in case of travel abroad. 

2. Strict economy shall be observed in the use of office utilities and facilities such as electricity, 
water, telephone, telegraph, postage, motor vehicles, and other conveyances, etc. Electric power should 
be switched off after office hours or at any time it is not needed. Leaks and other defects in the water 
system should be immediately repaired. No new telephones should be installed, save in absolutely 
necessary cases. Airmail and telegraph services should not be availed of except in truly important 
and urgent matters. Office cars, jeeps, and other conveyances should be used only when absolutely 
necessary for the purpose authorized by law, and in no case for personal purposes. 

3. Consumption of office supplies and materials should be limited to the barest essential minimum 
compatible with working efficiency. Office supplies and materials shall in no case, under pain of 
disciplinary action, be appropriated for personal use, no matter how seemingly small the cost thereof 
may be. 

4. Purchases of motor vehicles, and office equipment, although authorized in current 
appropriation acts, shall be deferred except in meritorious cases. 

5. No vacant position shall be filled without the prior approval of the Office of the President 
and prior certification by the Commissioner of the Budget that funds are available for the filling of 
such positions. Lump-sum appropriations for employment of casual or emergency workers shall not be 
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released except upon certification, approved by the Office of the President, that the specified amount is 
needed to meet unusual volume of work arising from contingencies that cannot be coped with by the 
regular personnel. 

6. Payment of additional compensation by the hour for overtime services under Section 7-1(32), 
Commonwealth Act No. 246, as amended, shall not be allowed, except in absolutely meritorious cases. 

7. The Secretary of General Services shall formulate a building program for government offices to 
effect economy in the payment of rentals. 

8. Economy committees created under Memorandum Circular No. 28 of the Office of the 
President dated June 21, 1963, in each department, bureau, and office of the National Government 
shall continue to function and help the respective organizational heads carry out the economy measures 
herein prescribed. 

9. Each Department Head shall be responsible for the enforcement of these economy measures in 
the offices, bureaus, and agencies under his department and shall submit to the Office of the President 
periodic reports of savings effected. 

This order shall take effect immediately.

ASSIGNING THE AGUINALDO MANSION IN KAWIT, CAVITE, 
TO THE CARE AND CUSTODY OF THE NATIONAL MUSEUM 


Whereas, the late Gen. Emilio Aguinaldo, before his demise, in a deed dated March 22, 1963, 
donated to the Republic of the Philippines his mansion at Kawit, Cavite, which was duly accepted by 
the President in representation of the Philippine Government; 

Whereas, the Aguinaldo Mansion is of profound historical significance, hallowed by the echo 
of fervent but solemn voices raised as one announcing to the whole world the independence of the 
Philippines; it also contains valuable effects and relics testifying to the heroic struggle of the Filipino 
people for self rule; and 

Whereas, it is our sacred duty that this mansion and its contents be preserved for posterity to 
keep forever lit our people’s spirit of nationalism; 

Now, therefore, by virtue of the powers vested in me, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the 
Philippines, do hereby assign the aforementioned Aguinaldo Mansion and all its contents to the care 
and custody of the National Museum for their protection and preservation. 

Done in the City of Manila, this 13th day of March, in the year of Our Lord, nineteen hundred 
and sixty-four.

EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 75 

RENDERING IN FULL FORCE AND EFFECT THE PLAN OF ORGANIZATION PROPOSED BY 
THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON REORGANIZATION OF AGENCIES FOR LAND REFORM 
FOR THE ADMINISTRATIVE MACHINERY OF THE AGRICULTURAL LAND REFORM CODE 


Whereas, Republic Act No. 3844, otherwise known as the Agricultural Land Reform Code, 
provides that all agencies affected by the Code be reorganized and realigned to enable them to fulfill 
the objectives and requirements of the land reform program; 

Whereas, Administrative Order No. 72 created the Special Committee on Reorganization of 
Agencies for Land Reform to undertake the establishment of the basic administrative machinery of the 
Agricultural Land Reform Code; 

Whereas, upon the authority of said Order the Committee has formulated a plan of organization 
for the various agencies to be integrated into the machinery under the Code; and 

Whereas, the plan is essentially in accord with the requirements of the Code and is specially 
designed for the effective and adequate implementation of the reforms contemplated by the Code; 

Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby declare the following plan of organization in full force and immediately 
executory: 


Article 1 

The Land Reform Project Administration (LRPA) 

Sec. 1. The Land Reform Project Administration established by Chapter VII of Republic Act 
No. 3844 shall assume the primary responsibility for carrying out the policy of the State established in 
section 2 of the Preliminary Chapter of the aforesaid Act to wit: 

“(1) To establish owner-cultivatorship and the economic family-size farm as the basis of Philippine 
agriculture and, as a consequence, divert landlord capital in agriculture to industrial development; 

“(2) To achieve a dignified existence for the small farmers free from pernicious institutional 
restraints and practices; 

“(3) To create a truly viable social and economic structure in agriculture conducive to greater 
productivity and higher farm incomes; 

“(4) To apply all labor laws equally and without discrimination to both industrial and agricultural 
wage earners; 

“(5) To provide a more vigorous and systematic land resettlement program and public land 
distribution; and 
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“(6) To make the small farmers more independent self-reliant, and responsible citizens, and a 
source of genuine strength in our democratic society.” 

Provided, That the matter treated in paragraph (4) shall be the responsibility of the appropriate 
bureaus and divisions of the Department of Labor. 

Sec. 2. Composition and Function of the Land Reform Administration: 

The Land Reform Project Administration shall consist of the National Land Reform Council, 
the Regional Land Reform Committee, the Land Reform Project Team, and such other branches of 
these units as may be necessary for effective administration. The Land Reform Project Administration 
is the organization through which the field operations of member agencies shall be undertaken by their 
respective personnel under a unified administration; Provided, That any resolution of the National 
Land Reform Council, the Regional Land Reform Committee, and the Land Reform Project Team 
with respect to the approval of loans or the financing of land acquisition and resale shall be valid and 
binding if in the case of the former the representative of the Agricultural Credit Administration votes 
with majority members of said Council, Committee, or Team and in the case of land financing subject 
to the approval of the Board of Trustees of the Land Bank or in accordance with such delegation of 
authorities as the said Board shall approve. 

Sec. 3. The Land Reform Project Administration shall be considered in single organization and 
the personnel complement of the member agencies, including the legal officers of the Office of the 
Agrarian Counsel which shall provide legal services to the LRPA, shall be regarded as one personnel 
pool from which the requirements of the operations shall be drawn and subject only to civil service 
laws, rules and regulations, persons from one agency may be freely assigned to positions in another 
agency within the LRPA when the interest of the service so demands. 

Sec. 4. The Land Reform Project Administration shall be considered as one organization with 
respect to the standardization of of job descriptions position classification and wage and salary 
structures to the end that positions involving the same or equivalent qualifications and equal 
responsibilities and effort shall have the same remuneration. 

Sec. 5. The Civil Service laws, rules, and regulations with respect to promotions, particularly 
in the consideration of persons next in rank, shall be made applicable to the Land Reform Project 
Administration as a single agency so that qualified individuals in one member agency must be 
considered in considering promotions to higher positions in another member agency. 

Article 2 

The National Land Reform Council (NLRC) 

Sec. 6. The authority and responsibility for the operations of the Land Reform Project 
Administration is vested in the National Land Reform Council, which shall be the governing body 
of the LRPA and shall provide general executive direction and control over the entire organization. 
The NLRC shall have the functions and responsibilities set forth in section 128 of the Republic Act 
No. 3844. 

Sec. 7. Composition: Pursuant to the provisions of the Code (Sec. 126), the NLRC shall be 
composed of the Governor of the Land Authority who shall act as Chairman, the Administrator of 
the Agricultural Credit Administration, the Chairman and Chief Executive Officer of the Land Bank, 
the Commissioner of the Agricultural Productivity Commission, and another member appointed by the 
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President to represent the party receiving the second largest number of votes in the last presidential 
election. The Agrarian Counsel shall be the legal counsel of the NLRC. 

Sec. 8. Rank and responsibilities of the Chairman: in addition to his responsibilities as Presiding 
Officer of the NLRC having the powers defined in section 127 of the Code, the Chairman shall be 
the Administrator of the National Land Reform Project Administration and shall have the rank of a 
Cabinet member. In the performance of his function as presiding officer he shall be assisted by two staff 
units; A Secretariat and a Plans and Programs Unit. 

Subsec. 8. 1. Secretariat. The Secretariat shall: (1) serve as the principal clearing house for 
information on land reform operations; (2) keep records of all proceedings, deliberations, decisions 
and resolutions of the NLRC; (3) review the budgets of the member agencies for proper funding of 
projects approved by the NLRC; (4) provide assistance in the establishment of uniform administrative 
procedures and office management in the LRPA; (5) provide assistance in the implementation of 
uniform personnel policies and keep the Chairman informed and manpower placement and utilization 
in the entire LRPA; (6) plan, design, and supervise the training of personnel to be assigned to land 
reform operations; (7) assist in the implementation of policies and procedures governing materials 
and equipment administration in the LRPA; and (8) perform such other functions as the NLRC shall 
assign to it. It shall be composed of the following sections: (1) Office of the Executive Director, (2) 
Administrative Staff, (3) Budget and Logistics Section, (4) Personnel Administration and Training, (5) 
Legal Section, (6) Management Services. 

Subsec. 8. 2. Plans and Programs Office. The Plans and Programs Office shall: (1) provide 
assistance in the formulation of the overall plans and programs for the implementation of the functions 
and objectives prescribed for the LRPA, (2) evaluate and integrate the specific projects and programs 
submitted by the member agencies for the consideration of the NLRC. The Plans and Programs Office 
shall have the following sections: (1) Office of the Director, (2) Research and Statistics, (3) Project 
Analysis and Program Preparation, (4) Program Performance Evaluation. 

Sec. 9. Members of the NLRC as Deputy Administrators of LRPA. In the performance of his 
functions as Administrator of LRPA, the Chairman of the NLRC shall be assisted by the heads of 
the Agricultural Credit Administration, the Agricultural Productivity Commission, and the Land 
Bank who shall serve as Deputy Administrators of LRPA respectively for Agricultural Credit, 
Agricultural Operations, and Land Financing, and who shall assist the Administrator in supervising the 
implementation of the policies, plans, programs, and projects approved by the NLRC. 

Article 3 

Land Reform Operations: Field Organization 

Sec. 10. The field operations of the LRPA shall be administered through Regional Land Reform 
Committees and Land Reform Project Teams of such numbers as the NLRC may deem necessary for 
effective supervision and control, provided that the NLRC may constitute Sub-Regional Land Reform 
Offices to cover areas that are so large that the number of individual Land Reform Project Teams does 
not permit effective supervision through a single Regional Land Reform Committee. 

Sec. 11. The Regional Land Reform Committee. The authority and responsibility for operation 
of the Land Reform Project Administration within a region is vested in the Regional Land Reform 
Committee. 

The Chairman of the Regional Land Reform Committee shall be the Administrator of the 
operations of the Committee and shall be assisted by: 
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a) An Administrative Staff which shall provide the necessary administrative and general services; 

b) Staff Assistants who shall provide the necessary services for the extension and supervision 
of credit, for the supervision of collection of credit and other accounts, and for the supervision of 
extension and cooperative development activities within the region. 

c) A supporting Staff composed of specialist units from non-member agencies on detail with the 
Regional Land Reform Committee, which shall undertake and perform supporting services like pest 
control, soil analysis, veterinary services, and similar other supporting functions. 

Sec. 12. The Sub-Regional Office. There shall be as many Sub-Regional Offices as may be 
necessary for efficient administration. The Sub-Regional Office shall be composed of representatives 
of the member agencies and shall have the authority and responsibility for the operation of the Land 
Reform Project Administration within its territorial boundaries. The Sub-Regional Office shall be 
headed by the representative of the Land Authority who shall be the administrator of the operations of 
the Sub-Regional Office. He shall be assisted by: 

a) An Administrative Staff which shall provide the necessary administrative and general services. 

b) Staff Assistants who shall provide all the necessary services for the extension activities of the 
sub-regional office, for the extension and supervision of credit, and for the supervision of collections of 
credit and other accounts. 

c) A supporting staff which shall be composed of specialists detailed from non-member agencies 
to provide the necessary supporting services to field units like pest control, soil analysis, and similar 
other supporting functions. 

Sec. 13. The Land Reform Project Team. The authority and responsibility for the operation of 
the Land Reform Project Administration at district levels is vested in the Land Reform Project Team. 
The leader of the team shall be the administrator of the operations of the Land Reform Project Team. 
He shall be assisted by an appropriate number of credit and extension supervisors, farm technologists, 
home technologists, legal officers, and rural youth officers. 

Sec. 14. Transitory Provisions. Field operations in areas where Regional Land Reform 
Committees have not been fully constituted shall be undertaken directly by member-agencies through 
their performance evaluation units, provided that all programs and projects or activities of member- 
agencies in these areas shall be subject to the approval of the National Land Reform Council. 

Field operations of member-agencies in areas not serviced by appropriate units of the Land Reform 
Project Administration within a region where a Regional Land Reform Committee has been duly 
constituted and organized shall be undertaken through the said Regional Land Reform Committee. 

Article 4 

Land Authority (LA) 

Sec. 15. For the purpose of accomplishing the functions provided in the Code, the following 
organizational units shall constitute the Land Authority: 

Subsec. 15. 1. The Office of the Governor. Administers and assumes responsibility for the operations 
and activities of the Authority in implementing the national policy of establishing owner-cultivatorship 
and the economic family-size farm as the basis of Philippine agriculture. Acts as the Chairman of the 
National Land Reform Council and as overall Administrator of the Land Reform Project Administration. 
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1) Legal Staff. Acts as legal adviser, to interpret laws, executive orders, rules, and regulations 
affecting the operations of the Land Authority. 

2) Administrative Services. Plans, directs, and supervises all administrative functions of the 
Authority, including accounting and medical services. 

Subsec. 15. 2. The Office of the Deputy Governor for Plans and Programs. Assumes responsibility 
for the formulation of operating plans and programs and direct surveying and mapping activities and 
evaluation of program implementation. 

1) Aerial Photogrammetry Division. Plans, directs, and supervises the conduct of aerial 
photography for land capability survey and classification requirements. 

2) Mapping Division. Plans, direct, and supervises the completion and printing of map manuscripts. 

3) Land Surveys Division. Plans, directs, and supervises the survey and subdivision of lands under 
the Authority. 

4) Operational Planning and Statistics Division. Formulates integrated plans and programs for 
operations and evaluates program and project implementation. 

Subsec. 15.3. The Office of the Deputy Governor for Field Performance. Directs and is 
responsible for the implementation of approved plans and programs to achieve a speedy and systematic 
distribution and settlement of dispensable land. 

1) Engineering and Construction Division. Plains, directs and supervises all the engineering 
activities of the Authority involving civil, mechanical, and agricultural engineering works. 

2) Land Acquisition Division. Recommends the expropriation of landed estates and the 
proclamation of agricultural lands of the public domain for settlement purposes. 

3) Land Distribution Division. Plans, directs, and supervises the allocation and disposition of 
private and public agricultural lands acquired by the Authority. 

4) Land Administration Division. Plans, directs, and supervises the proper and efficient 
administration of all private and public lands acquired by the Authority for settlement or resale. 

Article 5 

Agricultural Credit Administration (ACA) 

Sec. 16. For the purpose of accomplishing the functions provided in the Code, the following 
organizational units shall constitute the Agricultural Credit Administration. 

Subsec. 16.1. Office of the Administrator. Provides executive direction and control as Assistant 
Administrator of the Land Reform Project Administration for agricultural credit. 

1 ) Legal Staff. Acts as legal adviser; and interprets laws, executive orders, rules, and regulations 
affecting the operations of the ACA. 

Subsec. 16.2. Office of the Assistant Administrator. Advises and assists the Administrator in the 
over-all execution and administration of approved policies and programs. 

1) Plans and Programs Staff. Formulates and develops plans and programs relating to agricultural 
credit extension and agricultural cooperatives supervision, and evaluates program implementation. 

2) Management and Internal Audit Staff. Institutes and administers a program for achieving the 
efficient, effective and economical performance of ACA operations. 

Subsec. 16.3. Administrative Services. Plans, directs, and supervises administrative functions of 
the ACA including personnel administration, records management, medical, and general services. 
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Subsec. 16.4. Office of the Comptroller. Plans, develops and administers a program for fiscal and 
property management and control. 

Subsec. 16.5. Credit and Cooperatives Department. Develops procedures and formulates rules 
and regulations on credit extension and collection; and provides technical assistance in the audit and 
supervision of agricultural cooperatives. 

Subsec. 16.6. Special Operations Department. Plans and directs special projects of the ACA 
relating to the effective procurement, storage, and distribution of fertilizers and the proper disposition 
and liquidation of old Virginia Tobacco stocks and accounts. 

Sec. 17. The Board of Governors of the former Agricultural Credit and Cooperative Financing 
Administration is hereby abolished and its powers and functions under Republic Act No. 821, as 
amended, to formulate policies and to approve plans and programs shall henceforth be exercised by 
the National Land Reform Council, and the power to implement and carry out the functions, powers, 
and duties of the administration shall be exercised by the Administrator who is the Chief Executive of 
the ACA and whose salary is hereby fixed at P24,000.00 per annum. 

Article 6 

Agricultural Productivity Commission (APC) 

Sec. 18. For the purpose of accomplishing the functions provided in the Code, the following 
organizational units shall constitute the Agricultural Productivity Commission: 

Subsec. 18.1. Office of the Commissioner. Provides executive direction and control as Assistant 
Administrator of the LRPA for agricultural operations. 

(1) Management and Internal Audit Unit assists management in achieving an efficient, effective, 
and economical performance of agency affairs through studies on organization and methods; institutes 
and administers a program of internal audit for fiscal affairs of the Commission. 

(2) Communications Media Division plans, directs, and supervises all information and education 
activities of the Commission. 

(3) Agricultural Tenancy Office plans and recommends program for the dissemination of 
information on the legal rights and obligations of landholders, tenants, and lessees under the Code. 

Subsec. 18.2. The Director for Plans and Programs prepares and recommends integrated plans 
and programs for the Commission’s operations and evaluates program implementation. 

(1) Plans and Programs Division formulates and develops plans and programs for agricultural 
extension services. 

(2) Evaluation Division evaluates the effectiveness of program implementation of the Commission. 

Subsec. 18.3. The Director for Administration plans, develops, and coordinates an effective 

program of administrative services for the Commission. 

(1) Administrative Services Division plans, directs, and supervises such, administrative services as 
supply and records management, security, transportation, and building maintenance including medical 
and legal services. 

(2) Budget and Cash Division plans, directs, and supervises the budget preparation, execution, 
and reporting activities of the Commission. 

(3) Personnel Services Division plans, develops, and administers sound practices for personnel 
administration and advises management on all personnel matters. 

(4) Accounting Division establishes, develops, and maintains an accounting system and program 
of the Commission. 
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Subsec. 18.4. The Director for field performance assists the Commissioner in formulating and 
setting general guideline for the execution of agricultural plans and program previously approved by 
the NLRC. 

(1) Agricultural Division coordinates implementation of approved agricultural extension 
programs relating to farm management. 

(2) Home Economics Division coordinates implementation of approved plans and programs on 
home extension services. 

(3) Rural Clubs Division coordinates implementation of approved plans and programs on rural 
youth development. 

(4) Cooperatives Division coordinates implementation of approved plans and programs on the 
promotion and organization of agricultural cooperatives. 

(5) Applied research and specialist Division conducts applied researches and renders staff advice 
to operations unit of the LRPA. 


Article 7 

Office of the Agrarian Counsel 

Sec. 19. For the purpose of accomplishing the functions provided in the Code, the following 
organizational units shall constitute the Office of the Agrarian Counsel: 

Subsec. 19.1. The Agrarian Counsel, as chief executive of the OAC, administers and assumes 
responsibility for the OAC operations designed to strengthen legal assistance to agricultural lessee and 
owner-cultivators, and acts as legal counsel of the NTRC. 

(1) Special and Appealed Cases Division plans, directs, and reviews the modification of theory of 
cases and trial techniques of cases handled by the regional and branch offices. 

(2) Technical Staff provides legal advice to the Agrarian Counsel on policies, enforcement, and 
administration of laws; undertakes consultation liaison work with Land Reform Agencies. 

Subsec. 19.2. The office of the Deputy Agrarian Counsel coordinates for the Agrarian Counsel 
staff activities relating to legal research, administrative, and management services for the main office as 
well as for field units. 

(1) Administrative Division plans, directs, and supervises auxiliary services, including personnel, 
supply, and records management, budget and accounting, secretarial, duplicating, security, transportation, 
janitorial, building maintenance, and repair; and advises the Councel on matters concerning 
administrative services. 

(2) Legal Research and Statistics Division plans, directs, and conducts research and drafts legal 
opinions on agrarian disputes and administrative proceedings; supervises the keeping and maintenance 
of a library and statistical data on contracts. 

(3) Management Staff conducts to improve the organization, methods, and procedures of the 
OAC. 

Sec. 20. The policies, plans, programs placement, and budget of the legal officers of the Office of 
the Agrarian Counsel who shall provide legal services to LRPA shall be subject to review and approval 
of the NLRC for the purpose of achieving a complete integration of the Land Reform Operations. 
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Article 8 

Sec. 21. The NLRC may create upon recommendation of the head of member-agencies such units, 
divisions, or departments as may be necessary to carry out effectively the responsibilities, functions, 
and duties of such member-agencies consistent with the LRPA organization herein established. 

This Order shall serve notice upon all government agencies concerned to render the necessary 
assistance to carry the plan into effect.

Whereas, these agencies exercise functions auxiliary to those to be performed by the 
administrative machinery of the Agricultural Land Reform Code for the attainment of the objectives of 
the Code; and 

Whereas, it is essential to coordinate the related activities of such agencies and land reform 
machinery for the implementation of the reforms envisaged by the Code in the most economical and 
expeditious manner; 

Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby create the Committee on Non-Member Agencies for Land Reform. 

The Committee shall be composed of the heads of the following agrarian agencies: 

1 . The Bureau of Animal Industry 

2. The Bureau of Plant Industry 

3. The Bureau of Soils 

4. The Bureau of Lands 

5. The Bureau of Forestry 

6. The Bureau of Agricultural Economics 

7. The Bureau of Public Works (Irrigation Division) 

8. The Presidential Assistant on Community Development 

9. The Irrigation Service Unit (DPWC) 

The Chairman of the National Land Reform Council shall be the Chairman of the Committee. 

The Committee shall meet from time to time upon the call of the Chairman for the purpose of 
determining the manner and of working out ways by which the agencies represented in such Committee 
shall cooperate in the implementation of the reforms intended by the Agricultural Land Reform Code. 
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Done in the City of Manila, this 19th day of March, in the year of Our Lord, nineteen hundred 
and sixty-four.

FIXING OFFICE HOURS DURING THE HOT SEASON 


Whereas, section 564 of the Revised Administrative Code, as amended by Republic Act No. 1880, 
reduces the period of labor in the government service during the hot season to five continuous hours 
but at the same time leaves the observance thereof to the discretion of heads of departments, bureaus, 
and offices subject to the requirements of the service; and 

Whereas, this Administration is determined to protect the health and welfare of government 
employees without, however, impairing the interest of the public at large, especially at this time when 
we are strengthening the foundations of a sound and efficient public service, 

Now, therefore, pursuant, to the provisions of section 564 of the Revised Administrative Code, 
as amended, the offices, agencies, and instrumentalities of the Government, including the provincial, 
city, and municipal governments and all corporations owned or controlled by the Government, during 
the period from April 1 to June 15, 1964, both dates inclusive, shall be from seven-thirty o’clock in the 
morning to twelve-thirty o’clock in the afternoon. The provisions of this Order shall not apply to the 
offices in the City of Baguio, whether national, provincial, or municipal. 

However, in the interest of the service, the heads of departments, bureaus, offices, agencies, and 
instrumentalities of the Government, including the provincial and municipal governments and all 
corporations owned or controlled by the Government, are enjoined to require at least one-half of their 
personnel to be on duty in the afternoon.

Whereas, recent archaeological and anthropological findings of the National Museum have 
focused attention on, and generated interest in, Philippine cultural artifacts and historical relics in and 
outside the Philippines; 

Whereas, increasing valuable discoveries have created an equally increasing demand for such 
objects from foreign collectors; 

Whereas, it has become apparent that many rare collections of cultural artifacts and historical 
relics have since found their way out of the Philippines; 

Whereas, Act No. 3874 expressly prohibits the exportation of the Philippine antiques to conserve 
the cultural treasures of the Philippines within the country; and 

Whereas, the National Museum, which is charged with the acquisition and preservation of all 
objects of archaeological, artistic, or commemorative value which should be preserved in testimony of 
the national history or culture, has since been placed under the Department of Education; 

Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, by virtue of the powers vested in me, do hereby order: 

1. The National Museum shall promulgate rules and regulations, subject to the approval of the 
Secretary of Education, for the purpose of effecting the objectives of Act No. 3874. 

2. The Secretary of Finance, through the Commissioner of Customs, and the Secretary of Public 
Works and Communications, through the Postmaster General shall require all shippers, exporters, 
or consignors of commodities, products, or parcels being shipped abroad by means of any common 
carrier, commercial or government, to declare under oath in the proper shipping documents that the 
same are not antiques as defined in Act No. 3874 and in the rules and regulations of the National 
Museum, unless otherwise permitted to be exported by the Director of the National Museum under 
the said rules and regulations. 

3. All the law enforcement agencies of the Government, as well as the various services of the 
Armed Forces of the Philippines, are enjoined to help prevent any illegal shipment of Philippine 
antiques and such other culture and historical objects herein contemplated, and to assist the Director 
of the National Museum in the enforcement of Act No. 3874 and this Order.

In order to carry out effectively the provisions of Republic Act No. 11 and to conserve our work 
animals for agricultural purposes, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, do hereby 
order: 

1. The prohibition to slaughter carabaos under Executive Order No. 29, dated December 28, 
1962, is hereby extended up to December 31, 1964. 

2. Permits to slaughter carabaos may be issued by the Provincial Commander, subject to the 
following: 

(a) That the carabao is fifteen (15) years old or over; 

( b ) That the carabao is unfit for work; 

(c) That the carabao must be inspected by the Provincial Veterinarian and the Provincial 

Commander or their authorized representatives; and 

(d) That the Provincial Veterinarian and the Provincial Commander shall make a joint certification 

that the carabao is 15 years old or over and unfit for work. 

3. In every case where a permit to slaughter carabao is issued, the Provincial Commander shall 
furnish the Office of the President copies of the pertinent papers.

Whereas, local textile mills now manufacture clothing materials, such as ramie, khaki, denims, 
herringbone twills, blankets, towels drills, sheetings, and absorbent gauze, which are generally 
considered as satisfactory for the use of the Armed Forces, hospitals, public educational institutions, 
and other government entities; 

Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby order; 

1. All clothing materials needed by all departments, bureaus, offices, agencies, instrumentalities, 
and political subdivisions of the Government, including the corporations owned and controlled by 
the Government, the Armed Forces, Government hospitals, and public educational institutions shall be 
purchased through public bidding, from local textile mills, whenever available. 

2. This order revokes Executive Order No. 524, dated August 12, 1952, Executive Order No. 215, 
dated November 17, 1956, and Executive Order No. 51, dated September 17, 1963.

CREATING A SCHISTOSOMIASIS CONTROL COMMITTEE 


Whereas, the Department of Health has launched a national schistosomiasis (snail fever) control 
program the success of which needs the concerted and integrated efforts of various agencies of the 
government and not only the Department of Health; and 

Whereas, it is necessary to establish an administrative machinery to carry out a comprehensive 
program for the control of this pernicious disease in endemic and potentially endemic areas of the 
country for increased farm productivity; 

Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby create a Schistosomiasis Control Committee composed of the following: 


The Secretary of Health Chairman 

The Secretary of Education Member 

The Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources Member 

The Secretary of Public Works and Communications Member 

The Chairman, National Economic Council Member 

The Social Welfare Administrator Member 

The Commissioner of Agricultural Productivity Member 

The Director-General, Program Implementation Agency Member 

The Presidential Assistant on Community Development Member 

The General Manager, National Waterworks and Sewerage Authority Member 

The President, Philippine Medical Association Member 


The Chairman may designate the technical head of the schistosomiasis control program as 
Executive Secretary of the Committee. He may also secure the services on detail basis of officials and 
employees of other branches and agencies of the government to assist the Committee in the discharge 
of its duties and functions. 

The functions of the Committee are as follows to: 

(1) Formulate and carry out a comprehensive national schistosomiasis control program; 

(2) Foster effective exchange of information and coordination of projects, programs, and activities 
of various agencies connected with schistosomiasis control; 

(3) Establish effective liaison with participating agencies; and 

(4) Submit recommendations to the President on administrative or legislative measures that will 
effectively carry out a national control program for the disease. 
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The Commission shall meet regularly once a month and may hold such special meetings as the 
exigencies of the undertaking may demand.

RE-CREATING THE PEACE AND AMELIORATION FUND COMMISSION 


Whereas, the necessity for intensifying the campaign against dissident activities, the continued 
existence of rampant smuggling, and other forms of lawlessness prejudicial to the economy require a 
vigorous and concerted action on the part of the Government and the nation at large; 

Whereas, the tasks of maintaining peace and order, suppressing smuggling and other 
economically significant law violations and making the Government responsive to the needs and the 
best interest and welfare of the people demand the cooperation of every citizen; 

Whereas, the successful accomplishment of these tasks urgently requires additional funds other 
than those derived from public revenues for carrying out the purposes hereinafter stated; and 

Whereas, responsible civic-spirited and patriotic elements of the nation have manifested their 
readiness to cooperate in these undertakings and to contribute in the campaign to raise funds; 

Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby recreate the Peace and Amelioration Fund Commission which shall be 
charged with the responsibility of raising funds from voluntary contributions to carry out the purposes 
of this Order. 

Said funds shall be for: 

(1) The purchase of loose firearms and such other arms and equipment as can be used to resist the 
violent elements in accordance with the provisions of Republic Acts Nos. 482 and 486; 

(2) Compensation of additional members of the Armed Forces to be employed in the peace 
campaign against the remaining dissidents and in the anti-smuggling campaign, as well as in 
the campaign against dynamite fishing, despoliation of natural resources like illegal fishing and land- 
grabbing and cattle rustling; 

(3) Indemnity to the heirs of those who may die or receive injuries in line of duty; 

(4) Other relief and assistance to civilians who may be engaged in the aforesaid campaigns; 

(5) Aid in the protection of the civilian population in case of emergency; 

(6) Payment of cash rewards to civilians or to members of the Armed Forces of the Philippines 
and, in case of their death in action, to their immediate relatives, subject in the latter case to the prior 
approval of the President of the Philippines, for the surrender, capture, or killing or for the information 
leading to the capture or killing of leaders of the dissidents and subversive organizations, or for 
information leading to the apprehension of smugglers and smuggling syndicates and others engaged 
in the aforesaid offenses, or for other assistance rendered directly in connection with the current 
peace drive and the campaign against smuggling and the other aforesaid offenses, and for intelligence, 
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counter-intelligence, and psychological warfare expenses of the Department of National Defense and 
other law-enforcement bodies; and 

(7) Payment of expenses in connection with investigation of complaints filed with the Office 
of the President against the manner the various executive departments, bureaus, offices, agencies, 
instrumentalities, and government-owned or controlled corporations are performing the duties 
entrusted to them by law, or complaints against the acts, conduct, or behavior of any officer or 
employee thereof. 

The amounts collected shall be allotted by authority of the President of the Philippines, upon the 
recommendation of the chairman and the treasurer of the Commission and the Commissioner of the 
Budget. All the contributions and disbursements of the Commission shall be audited by the Auditor 
General or his representative in accordance with law. 

The Commission shall be composed of a chairman, a vice-chairman and treasurer, a member and 
secretary, and not more than twelve members, all to be chosen by the President of the Philippines. 

The Commission is hereby authorized to create local committees to assist in the performance of its 
functions and to adopt such rules and regulations as it may deem necessary to carry out the purposes 
of this Order. It may secure the services of officers and employees of any department, bureau, agency, 
board, commission, office, or instrumentality of the Government for the accomplishment of its task.

The following instructions are hereby issued for the conduct of public affairs during the absence 
of the President from the Philippines on the occasion of the Summit Conference in Japan from June 12, 
1964, until he returns from abroad; 

1. The President of the Philippines shall continue to exercise all the functions of his office as 
enjoined by the Constitution and the laws, in the same manner as when he is within the national 
territory. The Executive Secretary shall, as heretofore, sign all papers that are ordinarily signed by him, 
by or under the authority of the President. 

2. Each Secretary of Department shall attend to and decide matters which pertain to his 
department and which under the law he may decide. On those matters which require approval of 
the President, in case urgent action is needed, such approval shall be obtained by radio. On other 
departmental business which, although within the jurisdiction of a Secretary of Department, is of such 
importance as to affect the general policies of the Government and, therefore, should be the subject of 
consultation with the President, the Secretary concerned may communicate for such purpose with the 
President by radio or other convenient means of communication. 

3. All official communications to the President, whether by letter or by radio, shall be transmitted 
through or by the Executive Secretary. 

4. The Vice-President shall represent in social functions requiring the presence of the latter and 
shall preside over official ceremonies, receive and return the official calls of foreign dignitaries on 
behalf and in representation of the President, and on such occasions the Vice-President shall be entitled 
to the honors and courtesies due the President of the Philippines.

CREATING THE FINANCE ACADEMY OF THE PHILIPPINES 


Whereas, a truly career development-and-training program in the service which will provide 
professional and civic education as well as cultural broadening is vital to the task of insuring a more 
effective and efficient performance in the finance services of the government; 

Whereas, in the light of experience, the present set-up of having each bureau, office, or agency in 
the Department of Finance conduct its own educational and training program should be improved to 
achieve maximum effectiveness and efficiency; 

Whereas, it is popularly felt that the various educational and training programs in the Department 
of Finance can be enriched and made more effective if resources and facilities are consolidated and are 
centralized, coordinated, and integrated in one combined-services institution, with the stature of an 
enduring and model academy of learning in the finance services of government. 

Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby order the establishment of the Finance Academy of the Philippines. 

The mission of the Academy is to insure effective and efficient operations in the finance services 
of the government through training and development of all personnel (national or local) directly or 
indirectly under the jurisdiction of the Department of Finance, and to train and develop a continuing 
crops of officials and leaders, in the field of public finance and related areas, capable of assuming and 
discharging the duties and responsibilities of top-echelon functions in the Department of Finance 
and all the bureaus and offices under it. The mission extends to the turning out of graduates of both 
“general” and “specific” orientation for professional and civic leadership in the society. 

The Finance Academy shall have the following objectives: 

(a) Broad objectives — 

(1) To provide opportunities for personnel efficiency training geared to the development of a 
desirable high standard of employee performance, morale and attitudes, including, career service in the 
Department of Finance and its agencies and offices, so that the Department can perform its role more 
effectively as the principal revenue-raising and collecting arm of the National Government; 

(2) To promote inter-service understanding, communication, coordination and integrated planning 
in the Department of Finance, as well as harmonious relations with other Departments or Agencies in 
the government through instructions and study of the above aspects of government services; 

(3) To conduct studies and research which will contribute to an increase in the knowledge and 
understanding of finance services and problems in the government; and 

(4) To develop not only professional but also civic leaders. 
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(b) Specific objectives — 

(1) To develop the technical skills of the students and their productive capacities so as to 
enhance their efficiency and usefulness as public servants through modern techniques and methods of 
approaches in public administration and management; 

(2) To foster the mental habits and attitudes necessary for the development of high morale and 
pride in public service, including good public relations, through emphasis on professional ethics and 
moral instructions; 

(3) To acquaint the students with modern research; 

(4) To sharpen intellectual skills and increase professional knowledge, particularly with respect 
to modern public finance, treasury, assessment, tax, tariff, insurance and other allied areas through 
modern pedagogical principles and techniques, as well as the encouragement of research studies; 

(5) To provide for the development of career service in the finance services, such as career 
appraisers in Bureau of Customs, career examiners in the Bureau of Internal Revenue, career treasurers 
and assessors in the treasury service and other important positions in the Department of Finance, 
including finance attaches (treasury, customs, internal revenue, etc.) in other foreign services; and 

(6) To provide for the humanities and cultural courses necessary to complement professional 
knowledge and training. 

(c) Scope of operations — 

As an educational center, the Finance Academy shall have direct control, administration and 
supervision over all programs in the finance services of the government, from orientation, pre-service, 
in-service, job-instruction, or the like to training of special types of employees, senior executive of 
career development programs. Its scope of operations shall embrace all technical and other major 
services in the Department of Finance and all its agencies or offices. 

In the interest of promoting better understanding and of enlisting public cooperation with 
the revenue-raising agencies of the national government, candidates from the private sector and of 
governments friendly to the Republic of the Philippines may be admitted from time to time as students 
of the Finance Academy. 

The Finance Academy as hereby established shall be organized under the direction, administration 
and supervision of the Secretary of Finance. 

Such amount as shall be necessary for the implementation of this order shall come from the funds 
for the training programs of the Department of Finance and all agencies thereunder upon organization 
and annually thereafter PI million pesos or more to be provided in the budget.

Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me by law, in acknowledgment of the need for the 
implementation of nationwide development programs for the sugar industry as a potent force in 
economic development and general social welfare, and in view of the industry’s capacity for rapid and 
expansive growth, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, do hereby create the Sugar 
Development Committee under the Office of the President. 

1. The Committee shall have the following functions and responsibilities: 

(a) As a deliberative body concerned with the problem of the entire sugar industry, to discuss 
and objectify current situations confronting the industry; 

(b) As a recommendatory council representing the interests of the industry, to draft and 
submit concrete recommendations to the President concerning policies and action programs 
which affect the industry; 

(c) As a planning committee concerned mainly with the future requirements for sustained 
growth of the industry, to conduct research and market development programs designed to 
accomplish the objectives of growth in the sugar industry; and 

( d ) As an implementing body geared toward the proper execution and management of 
policies and action programs approved and proclaimed by the President, to harness available 
potential resources from both government and private sectors for the development of the industry.

The records, property, equipment, unexpended balance of appropriations, and pending work of 
the PCAPE under Executive Order No. 1, dated December 30, 1961, and Executive Order No. 55, 
dated October 1, 1963, are hereby transferred to the Office of the President. 

The officials and employees detailed to the PCAPE from other offices or entities are hereby 
returned to their respective offices or entities. Such personnel as may not be necessary to finish the 
pending work of the PCAPE are authorized to receive a gratuity of one-month salary for every year of 
continuous satisfactory service in the government but not exceeding twelve months, on the basis of the 
last salary received: Provided, That if any of said officials or employees are entitled to gratuity under 
any retirement law, they shall select either such gratuity or the gratuity herein provided: And provided, 
further. That in case an official or employee who receive gratuity is reinstated in the government 
service, he shall refund to the National Government the unexpired portion of his gratuity. 

This Order shall take effect immediately.

1. The Board of Directors of the National Irrigation Administration (NIA) as composed in 
Article III, section 4, of Republic Act No. 3601 shall immediately call an executive meeting for the 
purpose of organizing the National Irrigation Administration and exercise thereafter its powers and 
duties as defined in said Act. 

2. In order to effect a coordinated effort in the development, improvement, maintenance, and 
operation of all national gravity irrigation systems throughout the country, the Friar Lands irrigation 
systems now under the administrative control of the Bureau of Lands, Department of Agriculture and 
Natural Resources, are hereby transferred to the National Irrigation Administration. This transfer will 
include all personnel of the Irrigation Unit of the Bureau of Lands, and all unexpended appropriations, 
and the equipment, records, assets, and liabilities pertaining to the Friar Lands irrigation systems. 

3. The Board of Directors of the National Irrigation Administration is hereby authorized to 
make available such adequate office space as is necessary for all personnel of the National Irrigation 
Administration for the efficient discharge of its functions. 

4. To effectuate an equitable assessment of irrigation fees for all national gravity irrigation 
systems, whether financed under bond funds floated in accordance with Article II, section 3, of 
Republic Act 3601, general obligation bond (GOB) funds or general funds appropriated in all Public 
Works Acts or from any other funds previously made available for the construction of national 
gravity irrigation projects, the Board of Directors is hereby directed to study and recommend the 
proper rates of irrigation fees which will include maintenance and operation cost, cost of construction 
without interest, and insurance, which fees shall be applicable to all national gravity irrigation systems 
including the Friar Lands irrigation systems irrespective of the sources of government funds used in the 
construction thereof. Studies and appropriate recommendations shall also be made as to the manner 
and procedure of collecting these irrigation fees. 

5. The Board of Directors is hereby directed to promulgate rules and regulations necessary for the 
proper administration and management of the National Irrigation Administration, and implementation 
of Republic Act 3601, subject to the approval of the President of the Philippines pursuant to Article III, 
section 5 (a), of Republic Act 3601. 

6. The Auditor General and all other officers concerned are hereby directed to effect the transfer of 
the personnel, unexpended appropriations, functions, duties, equipment, records, assets, and liabilities 
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of the Irrigation Division of the Bureau of Public Works to the NIA, pursuant to Article VII, section 12, 
of Republic Act No. 3601, and the personnel and equipment of the Friar Lands irrigation systems as 
ordained in section 2 of this Executive Order.

The following instructions are hereby issued for the conduct of public affairs during the absence 
of the President from the Philippines, on the occasion of his state visit to the United States of America 
from October 3, 1964, until he returns from abroad: 

1. The President of the Philippines shall continue to exercise all the functions of his office as 
enjoined by the Constitution and the laws, in the same manner as when he is within the national 
territory. The Executive Secretary shall, as heretofore, sign all papers that are ordinarily signed by him 
by or under the authority of the President. 

2. Each Secretary of Department shall attend to and decide matters which pertain to his 
department and which under the law he may dceide. On those matters which require approval of 
the President, in case urgent action is needed, such approval shall be obtained by radio. On other 
departmental business which, although within the jurisdiction of a Secretary of Department, is of such 
importance as to affect the general policies of the Government and, therefore, should be the subject of 
consultation with the President, the Secretary concerned may communicate for such purpose with the 
President by radio or other convenient means of communication. 

3. All official communications to the President, whether by letter or by radio, shall be transmitted 
through or by the Executive Secretary. 

4. The Vice-President shall represent the President in social functions requiring the presence of 
the latter and shall preside over official ceremonies, receive and return the official calls of foreign 
dignitaries in behalf in representation of the President, and on such occasions the Vice-President shall 
be entitled to the honors and courtesies due the President of the Philippines.

National Economic Council, and the Office of the Presidential Assistant on Community Development, 
to be designated by the respective office heads.

Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby authorize the importation of rice in the quantity as determined by the 
National Economic Council to cover the shortage in the local supply and hereby designate the Rice and 
Corn Administration (RCA) as the agency of the Government to undertake said importation, pursuant 
to the provisions of Republic Act No. 2207. 

The RCA is hereby empowered to conduct the necessary public bidding in accordance with the 
aforecited law, to execute contracts for the importation of rice on straight sales basis, to apply for 
and open the necessary letters of credit for the Government in coordination with other government 
offices and agencies, and to do such other acts and things as may be necessary in connection with said 
importation of rice.

REVISING EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 321, DATED JUNE 12, 1950, ENTITLED 
“PRESCRIBING THE CODE OF THE NATIONAL FLAG AND THE NATIONAL ANTHEM 
OF THE REPUBLIC OF THE PHILIPPINES” 


Reverence and respect for the accepted symbols of national solidarity are indicative of true 
patriotism and love of country. In order to develop and consecrate such sublime virtues and to inculcate 
in the minds of our people a just pride in their native land, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the 
Philippines, by virtue of the powers vested in me by law, do hereby prescribe the following rules for the 
observance of the National Flag and the National Anthem of the Republic of the Philippines: 

I. THE NATIONAL FLAG 

1. The National Flag alone shall be displayed in all public buildings, official residences, public 
squares, and institutions of learning every day throughout the year, and shall be raised at sunrise and 
lowered at sundown. It should be on the mast at the break of day, should remain flying throughout the 
day but shall not stay flying after the sun has set, except when specially prescribed. The flagstaff must 
be straight, slightly and gently tapering at the end. 

2. The Flag shall be permanently hoisted, day and night, in front of the following: at Malacanang, 

the official residence of the President of the Philippines; the Congress of the Philippines building; 

Supreme Court building; at the Rizal Monument in Luneta; and at the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier, 
Libingan ng mga Bayani. 

3. The Flag should never be used to return the salute of any individual or organization. It should 
never be dipped by way of compliment or salute to or for any person, except when used for exchanging 
courtesy as an official act between States. 

4. The Flag, if flown from a flagpole, should have its blue field on top in time of peace and the 

red field on top in time of war; if in a hanging position, the blue field should be to the right (left of the 

observer) in time of peace, and the red field, to the right (left of the observer) in time of war. 

5. In hoisting the Flag, it should be raised briskly to the top-end of the flagpole which, if planted 
on the ground, should be at a prominent place and higher than the roof of the principal building in the 
compound, or of such height as would give the Flag a commanding position within the compound. If 
the pole is attached to a building, it should be on top of its roof, and if placed at a window, it must 
project to an angle pointing upward. 

6. When the National Flag is used together with the flag of the Armed Forces or civil organization 
or with that of another nation, it must always be above or on the right of the other flag. When the 
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National Flag is displayed in a parade with those of foreign nations, it shall always be in front of the 
center of the line of the other flags. 

7. When the Flag is passing in a parade or in review, the people, if walking, should halt, uncover, 
stand at attention and salute; if sitting, they should uncover, stand at attention and salute. 

8. The Flag shall be displayed on national holidays or special holidays as the President may 
proclaim not only in all public buildings, official residences, public squares, and institutions of learning 
but, whenever practicable, also in all private buildings and homes from sunrise to sunset. 

9. The public display of foreign flags is prohibited except in foreign diplomatic establishments 
such as in chanceries, embassies, consulates, or other places authorized by bilateral or international 
agreement, or in international conferences of which the Philippines is a member, or in national holidays 
of foreign countries, provided that on such foreign national holidays the foreign flag shall be displayed 
together with the National Flag, which shall occupy the place of honor, i.e., on the right of the foreign 
flag, and shall not be smaller than the foreign flag. 

10. The Philippine National Flag shall not be hoisted or displayed in front of buildings owned or 
occupied by alien individuals or corporations except on our national and special holidays or on their 
national holidays, subject, in the latter case, to the provisions of the next preceding paragraph. 

11. When lowering the Flag, no part thereof should touch the ground. It should be handled and 
folded reverently. While the Flag is being raised or lowered and while the National Anthem is being 
played, the people should face the Flag, uncover, stand at attention and salute. Moving vehicles should 
stop, and the passengers should alight, uncover, stand at attention and salute. 

12. The Flag may be hoisted at half-mast in sign of mourning. To display the Flag at half-mast, it 
must first be hoisted to full-mast, allowing it to fly there for a moment before bringing it to half-mast. 
From this position it may be raised but not lowered. To lower the Flag at sunset or at any other time 
when ordered, it must again be hoisted to full-mast before bringing it down. The Flag may be hoisted 
at half-mast by authority of the President in cases of national mourning or on such other occasions as 
he may designate, or at the discretion of Department Heads or chief local officials in accordance with 
the regulations prescribed in Executive Order No. 166, dated October 8, 1938, as amended. 

13. The Flag shall never be festooned, and shall always hang with nothing to cover its surface. It 
shall always occupy the highest place of honor and shall not be placed under any picture, or below a 
person. 

14. The Flag shall never be used as a staff or whip, or covering for tables, or curtain for doorways. 
However, the Flag may be used by the Armed Forces to cover the casket of their honored dead, which 
includes deceased civilians who had rendered services in the Army, Navy, or civil office of great 
responsibility. The white triangle of the sun and stars will cover the head end of the casket, the blue 
stripe to the right, the red to the left of the deceased, with both colors evenly divided on each side of 
the casket. The Flag should never be lowered to the grave or allowed to touch the ground, except as 
authorized under Republic Act No. 3934. Wreaths of flowers should not be placed on top of a flag- 
shrouded casket. A cross may be placed over the Flag as a symbol of “God above Country.” 

15. No imprint shall be made on the Flag nor shall it be marred by advertisement, or in any 
manner desecrated. It shall not be worn as a whole or part of a costume. It shall not be used as a 
pennant in the hood or in any part of a motor vehicle except in celebration of any national or special 
holiday as the President may designate. 

16. It is inappropriate to use the Flag in a dancing pavilion or in any place where hilarity is 
prevailing. Its use inside or outside a cockpit, club, or other places where gambling or other vices are 
held is prohibited. 
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17. The National Flag shall never be used as a covering for a statue or monument nor should it be 
used to unveil the same. 

18. A National Flag worn out through wear and tear, should not be thrown on a garbage heap or 
used as rag. It should be reverently burned to avoid misuse or desecration thereof. Government offices 
and educational institutions must not display worn-out or tattered flags. They should replace the same 
immediately. 


II. THE NATIONAL ANTHEM 

1. The National Anthem should not be played except on public acts of official or semi-official 
character or in formal ceremonies of civic nature. People in the immediate vicinity, if outdoors, should 
face the band, uncover and stand at attention. 

2. Whenever a band is present during the lowering of the Flag, the National Anthem should be 
played by the band. The Flag should be lowered slowly in such a manner that the termination of the 
lowering coincides with the last note of the music. Anyone present should face the Flag and stand at 
attention as hereinafter prescribed in this Order. If the National Anthem is played indoors, everyone 
present should stand at attention and face the band. 

3. The National Anthem should not be played and sung for mere recreation, amusement, or 
entertainment purposes in social gatherings purely private in nature or at political partisan meetings 
or places of hilarious or vicious amusement. It should, however, be sung in schools so the children may 
know it by heart. 

4. The National Anthem should always be sung in Filipino, whether here or abroad. 

m. MANNER OF SALUTING 

1. Members of the Armed Forces of the country and those belonging to semi-military and police 
organizations in uniform should adopt the military salute provided in their regulations. 

2. Civilians if outdoors should stand at attentiion, and if wearing hats, should uncover and hold 
the hats over their hearts. Complete silence must be observed and no one should be allowed to walk 
around while the ceremony is going on.

Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me by law, realizing the need for the nationwide 
development of the wood industry as an important factor in the economic program of the country, 
and in view of the rapid and expansion growth that the wood industry is capable of attaining, I, 
Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, do hereby create the Committee on Wood Industries 
Development under the Office of the President. 

1. The Committee shall have the following functions and responsibilities: 

(a) As a deliberative body concerned with the problems of the entire wood industries, to study, 
discuss, and objectify current situations confronting the industry; 

(b) As recommendatory council representing the interests of the industry, to draft and submit 
concrete recommendations to the President concerning policies and action programs which affect the 
industry; 

(c) As a planning committee concerned mainly with the future requirements for the sustained 
growth of the industry, to conduct researches and market development programs designed to 
accomplish the objectives of growth in the wood industries; and 

(d) As an implementing body geared toward the proper execution and management of policies 
and action programs approved and proclaimed by the President, to harness available potential 
resources from both government and private sectors for the development of the industry. 

2. The Committee shall be composed of eleven members:

3. The committee shall be headed by its chairman who shall be the executive officer of the 
committee, and will be empowered to appoint such persons or entities and to issue such rules and 
regulations for the purposes of assisting him in the discharge of his duties and responsibilities and of 
implementing the objectives and programs of the committee. 

4. The chairman is also authorized to call directly upon any department, bureau, or office of the 
executive branch of the government or upon any government-owned or controlled entity or agency for 
such assistance as the committee may need and, subject to the approval of the President, to requisition 
or utilize and make use of the service of their personnel.

Whereas, it is deemed propitious at this time to adopt national rules and regulations governing 
the safe carriage of radioactive materials on land, sea and air in view of the increasing number of users 
of radioactive materials in the Philippines and the expected widespread application of atomic energy 
with the commencement of operations of the nuclear reactor at the Philippine Atomic Research Center. 

Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby create a National Committee on the Safe Transport of Radioactive 
Materials to be composed of the following: 


The Commissioner, Philippine Atomic Energy Commission, or his duly authorized 

representative Chairman 

The General Manager, Philippine National Railways, or his duly authorized 

Representative Member 

The Administrator, Civil Aeronautics Administration, or his duly authorized 

representative Member 

The Commissioner, Bureau of Customs, or his duly authorized representative Member 

The Postmaster General, or his duly authorized representative Member 

The Commissioner, Land Transportation Commission, or his duly authorized 

representative Member 

The Commissioner, Public Service Commission, or his duly authorized representative Member 


The Committee shall assist the Philippine Atomic Energy Commission in preparing rules and 
regulations for the safe transport of radioactive materials and shall study the manner by which these 
rules and regulations may be most effectively enforced within the framework of existing law. In 
addition, the Committee shall serve as advisor to the Philippine Atomic Energy Commission in matters 
affecting the shipment, transport and carriage by land, sea, or air of radioactive materials. 

The Committee is hereby authorized to call upon any department, bureau, office, agency or 
instrumentality of the Government, including government-owned or controlled corporations, for such 
assistance and information as it may need in the performance of its functions.

— No person or 
entity operating a basque pelota fronton, wherein games are played with betting, 
shall employ any pelotari, judge, or referee, superintendent of games (intendente), 
box office employees, cashiers, ticket takers, checkers, consolidators, sales 
clerks, supervisors and superintendents, ushers, doormen, gatekeepers, special 
policemen, security guards or any other official or employee whose duties are 
directly or indirectly connected with the operation or supervision of the games, 
unless such person has been duly licensed by the Games and Amusements Board. 

Such license shall be granted upon satisfactory proof that the applicant is in good 
health, knows the rules and usages of the game, and is a person of good moral 
character and undoubted honesty. In the case of pelotaris, such license shall be 
granted only upon the further condition that they are able to play the game 
with reasonable skill and with safety to themselves and to their opponents. The 
Games Amusements Board may further require other reasonable qualifications 
for applicants to a license not otherwise provided herein. Such license shall be 
obtained yearly.” 

The herein amendment to Section 15 of said Executive Order No. 135 shall take effect on 
January 1, 1965.

after the segregation therefrom of the territory comprised in the municipality of Kiblawan, can still 
maintain creditably its municipal government, meet all its statutory and contractual obligations and 
provide for the essential municipal services.

Whereas, Section 564 of the Revised Administrative Code, as amended by Republic Act No. 
1880, reduces the period of labor in the government service during the hot season to five continuous 
hours but at the same time leaves the observance thereof to the discretion of heads of departments, 
bureaus and offices subject to the requirements of the service; and 

Whereas, This Administration is determined to protect the health and welfare of government 
employees without, however, impairing the interest of the public at large, especially at this time when 
we are strengthening the foundations of a sound and efficient public service; 

Now, therefore, pursuant to the provisions of Section 564 of the Revised Administrative Code, 
as amended, the office hours from Monday to Friday of all departments, bureaus, offices, agencies and 
instrumentalities of the Government, including the provincial, city and municipal governments and 
all corporations owned or controlled by the Government, during the period from April 1 to June 15, 
1965, both dates inclusive, shall be from seven-thirty o’clock in the morning to twelve-thirty o’clock in 
the afternoon. The provisions of this Order shall not apply to the offices in the City of Baguio, whether 
national, provincial or municipal. 

However, in the interest of the service, the heads of departments, bureaus, offices, agencies and 
instrumentalities of the Government, including the provincial and municipal governments and all 
corporations owned or controlled by the Government, are enjoined to require at least one-half of their 
personnel to be on duty in the afternoon.

DESIST FROM BUYING, POSSESSING OR USING THEM AND APPEALING TO THE PUBLIC 

FOR COOPERATION 


WHEREAS, for some years now, there have been rampant smuggling and illicit tracking in 
smuggled products such as “blue seal” and PX cigarettes; 

WHEREAS, the smuggling and traffic in smuggled products could not long continue if our people 
voluntarily desisted from purchasing, possessing or using smuggled products such as “blue seal” and 
PX cigarettes; 

WHEREAS, the smuggling and traffic in smuggled products have deprived the Government 
of millions of pesos in lawful revenue and, in the case of “blue seal” and PX cigarettes, have caused 
tremendous losses to Filipino tobacco growers and cigarette manufacturers; 

WHEREAS, in addition, the traffic in smuggled products has produced the even more serious 
effect of breeding in our people, particularly the young, a disrespect for law; and 

WHEREAS, Republic Act No. 4097, amending Section 174 of the National Internal Revenue 
Code, as amended, penalizes by fine of not less than ten times the amount of the specific tax due on the 
articles found but not less than P200 nor more than P5,000 and by imprisonment of from 4 months 
and 1 day to 4 years and 2 months possession by a person of articles subject to specific tax which has 
not been paid in accordance with law or articles which are exempt from specific tax other than those 
to whom the same is lawfully issued. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, DIOSDADO MACAPAGAL, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, do hereby enjoin all officers and employees of the Executive Branch of the 
Government to cooperate to the fullest extent in the current drive against the flagrant and unabated 
smuggling and sale of smuggled products such as “blue seal” and PX cigarettes, and especially to desist 
from buying, possessing or using smuggled products such as “blue seal” and PX cigarettes, thereby 
setting an example of respect and obedience to law for the general public. 

Any violation of this order by any such officer or employee shall be a ground for the taking of 
administrative action against him and the imposition of severe penalty. 

I appeal to the general public to cooperate in this campaign against smuggling of goods by 
desisting from buying, possessing or using “blue seal” and PX cigarettes, the same being pernicious to 
the national economy and to the people’s general welfare. 

This supersedes Executive Order No. 7 dated March 22, 1962.

In order to carry out effectively the provisions of Republic Act No. 11 and to conserve our work 
animals for agricultural purposes, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, do hereby 
order: 

1. The prohibition to slaughter carabaos under Executive Order No. 81 dated April 20, 1964, is 
hereby extended up to December 31, 1965. 

2. Permits to slaughter carabaos may be issued by the Provincial Commander, subject to the 
following conditions: 

(a) That the carabao is fifteen (15) years old or over; 

(b) That the carabao is unfit for work; 

(c) That the carabao must be inspected by the Provincial Veterinarian and the Provincial 
Commander or their authorized representatives; 

(d) That the Provincial Veterinarian and the Provincial Commander shall make a joint 
certification that the carabao is 15 years old or over and unfit for work; and 

(e) That all carabaos permitted for slaughter within Manila and Suburbs shall only be 
slaughtered at the National Slaughterhouse of the Government located at Valenzuela, Bulacan. 

3. In every case where permit to slaughter carabao is issued, the Provincial Commander shall 
furnish the Office of the President copies of the pertinent papers.

By virtue of the powers vested in me by law and with the aim in view of accelerating the economic 
progress of the Bicol provinces, I, DIOSDADO MACAPAGAL, President of the Philippines, do hereby 
create a Bicol Development Planning Board which shall conduct scientific and systematic surveys of 
the assets and potentialities of the Bicol region, plan its development, and pool the resources of the 
provinces and cities thereof for the implementation of programs to enhance the economic, social, 
industrial and commercial development and the general welfare of the region and its people. 

The Board shall have the following powers and functions: 

1. To act as the technical arm of the Bicol provincial and city executives on matters 
concerning regional planning; 

2. To receive, screen and study such matters as may be submitted or referred by the various 
governmental agencies concerned with the development of the Bicol area; 

3. To formulate such guidelines, policies, objectives, requirements or conditions for the 
effective exercise of the Board in regard to the various development programs, with the end in 
view of effecting an integrated and systematic coordination of plans and activities in furtherance 
of the regional socio-economic development program; 

4. To make recommendations to the President through the Committee on Regional Planning 
on any matter concerning Bicol regional planning or affecting the plans and activities thereof; 

5. To advise or assist the local planning boards within the region on phases of organization 
or operation or in any other matter referred to it by such boards; 

6. To enlist and accept such technical assistance or financial support as it may deem essential 
to the proper discharge of its task; 

7. To perform such other functions as may be directed by the President. 

The Board, in the pursuit of its objectives, shall coordinate with the Committee on Regional 
Planning created under Administrative Order No. 123 dated May 6, 1965. All expenses necessary for 
the operations and projects of the Bicol Development Planning Board shall be for the account of the 
member provinces and cities unless otherwise provided for by law. 

The Board shall be composed of the Governors of the Provinces of Albay, Camarines Norte, 
Camarines Sur, Catanduanes, Masbate and Sorsogon and the Mayors of the Cities of Legaspi and 
Naga. They shall elect a Chairman and Vice Chairman from among themselves. 
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All departments, offices, bureaus, agencies, and other government entities shall render assistance to 
and coordinate with the Bicol Development Planning Board on such matters affecting the development 
of the Bicol region.

Pursuant to the provisions of Section 68 of the Revised Administrative Code, the barrios of 
Don Carlos Sur, Don Carlos Norte, Sinangguyan, Minsalagan, Kibatang, Manlamnay, San Isidro, 
San Nicolas, Bershiba, Bocboc, San Francisco, Calaocalao, Kiara, Kalubihon, Old Nongnongan and 
other adjacent barrios and sitios, all of the municipality of Maramag, province of Bukidnon, are 
hereby segregated from said municipality and organized into an independent municipality in said 
province, to be known as the municipality of Don Carlos with the seat of government at the barrio 
of Don Carlos Sur.

430 meters more or less to point 5; thence moving in the same course to the opposite side 
of same river a distance of 70 meters; thence moving due west until it reaches the east 
bank of Kidangguin river at longitude 124°-49'-00" E. and latitude 7°-42'-50" N. a distance 
of 10 kilometers point 7; thence moving in southerly direction following the center of said 
river towards the lower stream at longitude 124°-51'-00" E. and latitude 7°-38'-00" N.

west bank of the Pulangui river at longitude 125°-31'-00" E. with latitude 7°-39'-00" N. 
more or less to point 13; thence following through the center of the Pulangui river moving 
upper stream to point 1, point of beginning, containing an entire area of 18,450 hectares, 
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more oe less. (Based on the technical description furnished by the Office of the Highway 

District Engineer of Bukidnon of the sketch plan or map of the proposed municipality of 

Don Carlos prepared by the said Office and on file in this Office, Scale: 1:50,000). 

The municipality of Maramag shall have its present territory minus the portions thereof included 
in the municipality of Don Carlos, as delimited above. 

The creation of this new municipality as proposed in House Bill No. 9010 was approved by the 
House of Representatives. 

The municipality of Don Carlos shall begin to exist upon the appointment and qualification of the 
Mayor, Vice-Mayor and a majority of the councilors thereof and upon the certification by the Secretary 
of Finance that said municipality is financially capable of providing for all the statutory obligations 
and ordinary essential services of a regular municipality and that the mother municipality of Maramag 
after the segregation therefrom of the territory comprised in the municipality of Don Carlos, can still 
maintain creditably its municipal government, meet all its statutory and contractual obligations and 
provide for the essential municipal services.

Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me by law, in acknowledgment of the need for the 
implementation of nationwide development programs for the coconut industry as a potent force in 
economic development and general social welfare, and in view of the industry’s internal capacity for 
rapid and expansive growth, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, do hereby create the 
Coconut Development Committee under the Office of the President. 

1. The Committee shall have the following functions and responsibilities: 

(a) As a deliberative body concerned with the problems of the entire coconut industry, to 
discuss and objectify current situations confronting the industry; 

(b) As a recommendatory council representing the interests of the industry, to draft and 
submit concrete recommendations for implementation by the President or for legislation by 
Congress concerning policies, action programs and other matters which affect the industry; 

(c) As a planning committee concerned mainly with the future requirements for sustained 
growth of the country, to conduct research and market development programs designed to 
accomplish the objectives of growth in the coconut industry; 

(d) As an implementing body geared toward the proper execution and management of 
policies and action programs approved and proclaimed by the President, to harness available 
potential resources, from both government and private sectors for the development of the 
industry; and 

(e) As a coordinating body for all policy, promotional, development, regulatory and research 
groups directly connected or concerned with the industry, to coordinate, collate, resolve or 
reconcile the various policies, findings and acts or activities of such groups. 

2. The Committee shall be composed of a Chairman, who shall be Mr. Ramon Diaz until 
another person is designated by the President; a Vice-Chairman, who shall be the representative of the 
Program Implementation Agency designated by the President; and, as members, a representative each 
from the following organizations, to be designated by the President upon recommendation of such 
organizations: 

a. Philippine Coconut Producers Federation; 

b. Philippine Copra Exporters Association; 

c. Coconut Manufacturers Association; 
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d. Philippine Coconut Administration; 

e. Philippine Coconut Research Institute; 

f. Office of Economic Affairs, Department of Foreign Affairs; 

g. Philippine National Bank; 

h. Development Bank of the Philippines; 

i. Central Bank; 

j. National Economic Council 

3. The Committee shall be headed by its Chairman who shall be the chief executive officer of the 
Committee, and will be empowered to appoint such persons or entities and to issue such rules and 
regulations for the purposes of assisting him in the discharge of his duties and responsibilities and of 
implementing the objectives and programs of the Committee. 

4. The Chairman is also authorized to call directly upon any department, bureau, or office in the 
executive branch of the government or upon any government-owned or controlled entity or agency for 
such assistance as the Committee may need, and subject to approval by the President, to requisition for, 
utilize and make use of, the services of their personnel. 

5. The Committee may receive such donations, grants or emoluments as are permitted by law, 
subject to the usual accounting and auditing requirements.

waters which this municipality shall have pursuant to Section 2321 of the Revised Administrative 
Code to Point marked 1, the point of beginning.” (Based on the technical description furnished by the 
Office of the Highway District Engineer of Southern Leyte of the sketch plan or map of the proposed 
municipality of Santiago prepared by the said Office and on file in this Office, Scale: 1:50,000) 

The municipality of Malitbog shall have its present territory minus the portions thereof included 
in the municipality of Santiago, as delimited above. 

The municipality of Santiago shall begin to exist upon the appointment and qualification of 
the Mayor, Vice-Mayor, and a majority of the councilors thereof and upon the certification by the 
Secretary of Finance that said municipality is financially capable of implementing the provisions of the 
Minimum Wage Law and of providing for all the statutory obligations and ordinary essential services 
of a regular municipality and that the mother municipality of Malitbog, after the segregation therefrom 
of the territory comprised in the municipality of Santiago, can still maintain creditably its municipal 
government, meet all its statutory and contractual obligations and provide for the essential municipal 
services.

President of the Philippines, do hereby declare the “Casa Real” at Malolos, Bulacan, a National Shrine 
and assign it under the care and custody of the National Museum for its protection and preservation.

Sec. 2. Section 6 of the aforementioned Executive Order No. 156 is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

Sec. 6. The Presidential Assistant on Community Development is hereby authorized to contract 
indebtedness from any person, public or private corporation, any agency of the Philippine Government 
or any international lending institution, and to execute for and in behalf of the Republic of the 
Philippines, deeds of conveyances or lease contracts covering such real or personal property as he may 
deem necessary in pursuance of his functions.”

Pursuant to the powers vested in me by law, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, 
do hereby order: 

Section 1. The Board of Liquidators (BOL) is hereby authorized and directed to negotiate 
with the Philippine National Railways for the acquisition of the latter’s real property covered by its 
abandoned rights of way and to purchase the same in the name of the Republic of the Philippines at 
reasonable appraised valuation, subject to existing hens and encumbrances in favor of third parties. 

Sec. 2. The BOL shall administer and subdivide said real property into convenient-sized lots for 
disposition and resale at cost to qualified persons on installment or cash basis: Provided, however, That 
preference shall be given to bona fide occupants thereof who entered the land on or before September 
28, 1964, and who have since continuously occupied, improved and maintained the same: Provided, 
further. That in case there are more qualified applicants than lots available for disposition, the same 
shall be raffled off among the qualified applicants. 

Sec. 3. The BOL shall issue certificates of priority recognizing the bona fide occupants of said 
land and acknowledging their right to preference in the acquisition of a lot covered by this Executive 
Order, provided that such certificate of priority shall be non-transferable and any transfer thereof shall 
be null and void. 

Sec 4. The proceeds derived from the disposition of the lots, after all expenses of administration 
are deducted, shall be credited in favor of the Philippine National Railways in payment of the agreed 
purchase price of said real property; and in accordance with such arrangements as shall be made 
with the mortgagee banks in whose favor there are existing liens and encumbrances on said land, the 
same shall be remitted to either the Philippine National Railways or said mortgagee banks, as the 
case may be. 

Sec. 5. The lands acquired under the provisions of this executive order shall not be subject 
to encumbrance or alienation from the time of the award thereof until the date of issuance of the 
certificate of title, nor shall they become liable to the satisfaction of any debt contracted prior to the 
issuance of such title. 

Sec. 6. Any applicant of land under this executive order who transfers whatever right he has 
acquired on said land in violation of the foregoing provisions shall not be entitled to apply for another 
piece of land and any such transfer shall be null and void. 
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Sec. 7. The BOL shall, after consultation with the Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources 
and with the approval of the President of the Philippines, promulgate rules and regulations for the 
administration and disposition of the lands subject of this executive order. 

Sec. 8. The BOL is hereby authorized to make advances for expenses to be incurred in the 
administration and disposition of said lands, subject to reimbursement from the proceeds derived from 
the disposition thereof. 

Sec. 9. All departments, bureaus and offices of the Government, its agencies and instrumentalities, 
including corporations owned or controlled by the Government, and the local governments shall extend 
at the request of the BOL, such assistance and facilities as the latter may need in the performance of its 
work. 

Sec. 10. This executive order shall take effect upon its approval.

AMENDING EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 130 DATED NOVEMBER 24, 1964, BY DEFINING THE 
FUNCTIONS AND DUTIES OF THE NATIONAL TRAFFIC SAFETY ADVISORY COMMITTEE 

CREATED THEREIN. 


By virtue of the powers vested in me by law, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, 
do hereby amend Executive Order No. 130 dated November 24, 1964, creating the National Traffic 
Safety Advisory Committee, by defining its functions and duties as follows: 

1. To formulate and recommend to the President policies on the effective implementation of all 
laws, rules and regulations governing land travel and/or transportation; 

2. To recommend to the President proposed legislation designed to promote safe, adequate, 
expeditious and economical means of land travel in consonance with progressive trends; 

3. To conduct studies on ways and means of enforcing effectively, and of coordinating the 
activities of different offices and government agencies charged with the enforcement of, all laws, rules 
and regulations governing land travel and/or transportation; 

4. To gather, compile and analyze data, and disseminate information to proper government offices 
and agencies, as well as to the public when the same is deemed in the public interest; and 

5. To submit quarterly reports on traffic accidents and semi-annual reports on accomplishments, 
activities and recommendations to the President of the Philippines. 

The National Traffic Safety Advisory Committee is hereby authorized to call on any government 
office, agency, political subdivision, and government-owned or controlled corporation for such 
assistance as it may require in connection with the performance of its work. 

Executive Order No. 536 dated October 21, 1952, is hereby revoked.

CREATING THE MUNICIPALITY OF TUMAGABOK IN THE PROVINCE OF MARINDUQUE 

Upon the recommendation of the Provincial Board of Marinduque and pursuant to the 
provisions of Section 68 of the Revised Administrative Code, there is hereby created in the province of 
Marinduque a municipality to be known as Tumagabok and to consist of the following barrios of the 
municipalities of Boac and Torrijos, both of the same province: 

From the Municipality of Boac 

1. Tumagabok 3.Tambunan 5. Boi 

2. Sabong 4. Kitay 

From the Municipality of Torrijos 
1. Sibuyao 

The seat of the government of the municipality of Tumagabok shall be at the barrio of 
Tumagabok. 

The municipality of Tumagabok as herein organized shall have the following boundaries: 

“Beginning at point 2 following a straight line S 34 deg. 00 min. E. along the Sta. Cruz-Torrijos 
boundary to point 3 or a distance of 7,600 meters; thence a straight line S 56 deg. 00 min. W. along 
Boac-Buenavista boundary to point 4 or a distance of 8,250 meters; thence a straight line N. 55 deg. 
00 min. W. along Boac-Gasan boundary to point 5 or a distance of 7,600 meters; thence a straight line 
N 56 deg. 00 min. E. until it intersects point 2, point of beginning or a distance of 8,500 meters.” (From 
the technical description submitted by the Office of the Highway Dsitrict Engineer of Marinduque 
based on the map of the province of Marinduque. Scale 1:100,000 now on file in this Office). 

The municipalities of Boac and Torrijos shall have their present territories minus the portions 
thereof which are included in the territory of the municipality of Tumagabok, as delimited above. 

The municipality of Tumagabok shall begin to exist upon the appointment and qualification of 
the Mayor, Vice-Mayor and a majority of the councilors thereof.

CREATING A PHILIPPINE COORDINATING COMMITTEE ON 
THE ASIAN DEVELOPMENT BANK 


Whereas, in its bid for the site of the Asian Development Bank, the Philippine Government 
has offered to provide certain physical facilities, including land and buildings, for the free use and 
occupancy of the Bank; 

Whereas, the Philippines has been chosen as the site of the headquarters of the Asian 
Development Bank; 

Whereas, a coordinating committee is required to undertake the necessary arrangements for the 
preparation of the site and construction of the physical facilities of the Asian Development Bank and to 
act as liaison between the Bank and the Philippine Government; 

Whereas, Cornelio Balmaceda, Philippine Representative to the High Level Consultative 
Committee of Experts for the Asian Development Bank and Chairman of the Second Asian Ministerial 
Conference, has been deeply involved in the organization of the Bank and has gained the respect and 
confidence of the representatives of the other ECAFE member countries; 

Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by 
virtue of the powers vested in me by law, do hereby create a Philippine Coordinating Committee on the 
Asian Development Bank, composed of the following: 

1 . Cornelio Balmaceda, Special Adviser to the President on the Asian Development 


Bank Chairman 

2. Representative of the Department of Foreign Affairs Member 

3. Representative of the Department of Commerce and Industry Member 

4. Representative of the Program Implementation Agency Member 

5. Representative of the Central Bank of the Philippines Member 

6. Representative of the Development Bank of the Philippines Member 


The composition of the Committee may be expanded to include representatives of other 
government offices and other persons, upon the recommendation of the Chairman and approval by the 
President. 

The powers, functions and responsibilities of the Philippine Coordinating Committee on the 
Asian Development Bank are as follows: 
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1 . To work closely with the Committee for the Preparatory Arrangements for the Establishment 
of the Asian Development Bank on the preliminary details for the establishment of its headquarters at 
Pasay City, Philippines; 

2. To make arrangements for leasing and furnishing the temporary offices of the Asian 
Development Bank; 

3. To consider plans for the buildings, furnishing and premises of the Asian Development Bank; 
select the architects who will design the same, and submit to the President recommendations on the 
final plans for the buildings, furnishing and premises; 

4. To act as the Committee to advertise for evaluate, and submit to the President recommendations 
on the contracts for the construction of the Asian Development Bank buildings; the procurement of 
furnishing therefor and the landscaping to be done; 

5. To coordinate with other government offices and make representations with the Congress of 
the Philippines to enact such legislation as may be required in connection with the establishment of the 
Asian Development Bank in the Philippines including the ratification by the Senate of the Philippines of 
the Agreement Establishing the Asian Development Bank opened for signature at Manila, Philippines 
on December 4, 1965, and signed by the authorized representatives of the Philippines and other 
member countries; the law authorizing the President of the Philippines to reserve certain parcels of land 
of the Philippine Government and appropriating funds for the construction of building thereon for the 
free use of the Asian Development Bank and the United Nations Organization and for other purposes; 
the law appropriating funds to cover the subscription of the Philippine Government to the Asian 
Development Bank; and the law providing for a site and appropriating funds for the construction of 
buildings and other facilities for the Philippine Merchant Marine Academy; 

6. To act as liaison with and assist the Asian Development Bank in such matters as may require 
action by the Government of the Philippines; 

7. To make studies and submit to the President recommendations on the relocation of the 
Philippine Merchant Marine Academy to another site; and 

8. To perform such other functions affecting the Asian Development Bank as the President may 
designate from time to time. 

All departments, bureaus, offices, government owned or controlled corporations and provincial, 
city and municipal governments and their officials and employees are hereby directed to render such 
cooperation and assistance as may be requested by the Committee in the performance of its powers, 
functions and responsibilities.

CREATING THE PHILIPPINE LAND REFORM FOUNDATION 


Whereas, the Agricultural Land Reform Code of 1963 recognized the imperative need for 
recasting the social structure of the Philippine agricultural society to lay the foundation and sow the 
seeds of a peaceful revolution; 

Whereas, a vigorous implementation of the Philippine Land reform could not be carried out 
entirely within the administration of one President; 

Whereas, the limited tenure of Philippine leaders presents difficulties in achieving sustained and 
unrelenting land reform; and 

Whereas, participation of the private sector in land reform can be made the common 
denominator of changing administrations and government policies; 

Now, therefore, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby create the Philippine Land Reform Foundation. 

1. The policy-making body of the Foundation shall be the Board of Trustees composed of a 
Chairman and six Members to be appointed by the President for a term of office of five years. The 
Chairman and Members shall be prominent persons genuinely interested in the promotion of land 
reform. 

2. The Board shall appoint an Executive Secretary who shall take charge of administering the 
affairs of the Foundation and shall act as secretary to the Board. 

3. The major divisions of the Foundation are: (1) Planning and Project Evaluation Division, 
(2) Policy and Research Division, (3) Public Information Division, (4) Field Service Division, and (5) 
Finance and Administrative Division. 

4. The Foundation shall sponsor the organization of Land Reform Associations in various 
municipalities, barrios and sitios. These local organizations, composed of prominent community 
leaders, local government officials and civic-minded citizens, shall be the implementing arm of the 
Foundation in the pursuit of its objectives. 

5. The Foundation shall, at a future date, establish a business corporation to undertake the 
Foundation’s credit and resettlement operations which are profit-making in nature. Profits realized 
by this business corporation shall be plowed back to the Foundation for its non-revenue producing 
activities. 

6. The financial requirements of the Foundation shall be met by donations from public and 
private sectors of the community. 

7. The overall objective of the Foundation is to promote the land reform movement in the 
Philippines.

a. To undertake a nationwide dissemination of the advantages of land reform in order to gain 
public acceptance of its objectives. 

b. To encourage the participation of civic-spirited citizens and organizations and to channel these 
into organized and concerted efforts for land reform. 

c. To advocate improvements in the land reform law, government policies and the manner of 
implementation of the land reform program and individual projects. 

d. To represent the public conscience in matters pertaining to land reform. 

e. To assist tenants and new owner-operators in obtaining the necessary government services and 
assistance. 

f. To undertake research and investigations on land reform and provide accurate information on 
the progress and problems of land reform implementation in the country. 

g. To provide such other assistance and services as particular situations may require, especially 
those services where the private sector participation will have distinct advantages and where 
government efforts may not be sufficient. 

8. Immediate and future operations of the Foundation shall be undertaken with the view of 
achieving in an organized and concerted manner the objectives of land reform.
